A Daily Herald staff su rv ey of gas 
stations in the area fou nd many hav e 
p u lled ou t of self-serv ice recently and 
retu rned to mini-serv ice becau se they 
were losing sales at do-it-y ou rself 
p u mp s. 
“I wanted to be the first in the area 
to hav e self-serv e ju st to p rov e to 
these dingbats (oil comp anies) that in 


an area su ch as ou rs, we don’t hav e a 
large grou p of working p eop le who 
can afford to get dirty and smelly on 
their way to the office,” said Richard 
Grzebieniak, op erator of Nu rsery 
Standard, 2250 S. Arlington Heights 
Rd., Arlington Heights. He abandoned 
self-serv ice Wednesday . 
GASOLINE SALES drop p ed off 250 
to 300 gallons a day du ring the p eriod 
he offered self-serv e, May 31 to Sep t. 
28, Grzebieniak said. 
‘‘The p rice is not any different and 
it’s an inconv enience to many p eop le. 
It ju st didn’t sit right with me stand­ 


ing here watching p eop le p u mp their 
own gas,” he said. 
Lester Nap ier, manager at Mickey ’s 
Standard, 3 E. Golf Rd., Arlington 
Heights, said his cu stomers did not 
really like self-serv ice, bu t also were 
not willing to p ay 10 cents more a gal­ 
lon for fu ll-serv ice. 
“So they ju st drov e down the street 
to where they cou ld find mini-serv e,” 
said Nap ier, who drop p ed self-serv e 
sales this week becau se “we ju st wer­ 
en’t selling any gas.” He estimates 
sales were down 500 gallons a day . 
Self-serv ice gas began in Illinois 


May 1 when Gov . James R. Thomp son 
issu ed an order changing state fire 
laws to allow motorists to p u mp their 
own gasoline. 
IT WAS HAILED as a benefit to 
consu mers becau se p rices were ex ­ 
p ected to be 2 to 5 cents less than 
mini-serv ice. 
Grzebieniak said he was not able to 
cu t his labor costs becau se he needed 
attendants to watch the self-serv ice 
p u mp s to ensu re that cu stomers 
wou ld p ay after filling u p . 
“We lost $37 in one weekend from 
p u llou ts. One gu y ju st drop p ed the 


nozzle and took off with $11 in gas,” 
said William Miseska, Rolling Mead­ 
ows Shell, Kirchoff Rd. and Meadow 
Dr., Rolling Meadows, who said self- 
serv ice was working ou t “atrociou s­ 
ly .” 
“I’m contemp lating getting rid of it 
and going back to mini-serv ice,” he 
said. 
Bü l Moore, attendant at a Standard 
station, 995 S. Elmhu rst Rd., Wheel­ 
ing, told a similar story . 
“You hav e to hav e somebody watch 
the p u mp any way , so why not hav e 
mini-serv e instead?” he said. The sta­ 


tion, which p u t in self-serv e earlier 
this month, p robably will go back to 
mini-serv e, Moore said. 
NOT EVERYONE comp lains abou t 
a loss of bu siness from self-serv ice. 
“It’s not a tremendou s p art of ou r 
bu siness, bu t it has increased ou r v ol­ 
u me in the area of three to fou r thou ­ 
sand gallons a month. Generally , the 
cu stomers like it,” said Joe Scarnato, 
Rolling Meadows Standard, 3300 Kir­ 
choff Rd., Rolling Meadows.

Sho pping a rea -

Arlington Heights officials Monday 
will debate how big a downtown shop ­ 
p ing center-office bu ilding shou ld be 
to ensu re su ccess. 
The two dev elop ment teams that 
hav e su bmitted p rop osals for bu ilding 
a mu ltilev el commercial and office 
center with a p arking garage dis­ 
agreed at a meeting Thu rsday night 
on how big Arlington Heights’ down- 
tov -Ti dev elop ment shou ld be. 
At the meeting attended by eight of 
the nine v illage board members, rep ­ 
resentativ es of a dev elop ment team 
headed by Crane Constru ction Co. in­ 
sisted a shop p ing center shou ld hav e 
at least 100,000 sq u are feet. 
“We looked at the p ossibility of a 
smaller p rop osal bu t we decided it 
wou ld nev er work. We tried to do a 
minimal p rop osal with the u nder­ 
standing that if we were ov erly am­ 
bitiou s, no one was going to listen to 
u s,” said Greg Heine of Crane Con­ 
stru ction Co. 


THE PROPOSAL su bmitted by the 
team formed by Crane Constru ction 
Co., Dev elop ment Control Corp . and 
architects Welton Becket & Associ­ 
ates, all of Chicago, calls for 130,000 
sq u are feet of retail sp ace and at 
least 90,000 sq u are feet of office sp ace 
with a 57 5-car p arking garage. 
“That’s not cast in iron. We are 
asking for the chance to stu dy the sit­ 
u ation. We’re certain there is terrific 
p otential here. What has to be figu red 
ou t is how to get the p eop le here,” 
Heine said. 
The main stu mbling block of the 
Crane team’s p rop osal, v illage offi­ 
cials agreed, is that it wou ld req u ire 


the acq u isition of the Du ntcn Cou rt 
Shop p ing Center, whose owner insists 
he isn’t interested in selling. 
PLANS CALL for the downtown de­ 
v elop ment, whichev er p rop osal is se­ 
lected, to be bu ilt in the center of the 
block bou nded by Camp bell, Du nton, 
Vail and Sigwalt streets. 
The p resentation made by the Crane 
team was followed by one from a de­ 
v elop ment team that has bu ilt the 
“Su p erblock” p roject in downtown 
(Continu ed on Page 5) 


Healey sealed the p act with a hand­ 
shake. Healey and Hannon issu ed a 
joint statement p raising the contract 
as “p rov iding stability and op ening an 
new era of u nderstanding” between 
the board and CJiicago’s 26,000 p u blic 
school teachers.

THE STARTING salary for Chicago 
teachers, which is the same for both 
elementary and high school teachers, 
will be $11,400 imder the tentativ e 
1977-78 contract, while top p ay is 
$23,775, according to a Chicago Board 
of Edu cation sp okesman. 
The highest Northw^est su bu rban 
elementary school district base p ay is 
$10,605 in East Maine Dist. 63, while 
High School Dist. 211 top s Chicago 
with a starting salary of $11,500. 
Bu t while Chicago teachers do not 
start at salaries mu ch greater than 
the top -p ay ing su bu rban school dis­ 
tricts, they get q u icker and larger p ay 
increases. 
There are a nu mber of reasons for 
this, area teacher rep resentativ es 
say . Chicago may still hav e to entice 
teachers with higher starting salaries 
and q u ick raises, bu t su bu rban dis­ 
tricts don’t. Teachers tend to stay 
longer in the su bu rbs. And su bu rban 
school districts may increase p ay 
more slowly to encou rage teachers to 
continu e their edu cations. 
A CHICAGO elementary school 
teacher with a bachelor’s degree 
wou ld get $15,875 after six y ears and 
$17,855 after nine. In comp arison a 
Schau mbu rg 
Township Di s t . 
54 
teacher who started at $10,325 wou ld

DACCA, Bangladesh (UPI) - Fiv e 
gu errillas threatened Thu rsday to 
blow u p their hijacked jet with 146 
hostages aboard and set off a “global” 
terror camp aign if Jap an breaks its 
p romise to free nine p risoners and 
p ay $6 million ransom, bu t they ex ­ 
tended the deadline by more than a 
day . 


The hijackers freed fiv e hostages — 
two Americans and an Indian family 
of three rep orted to reside in Califor­ 
nia. 


Jap an, say ing “hu man life is more 
p reciou s than the earth,” agreed to 
the demands bu t said it cou ld not 
meet the terrorists’ original midnight 
deadline. 
WITH ONLY 20 minu tes to go on 
the deadline, the hijackers granted a 


28-hou r ex tension to allow Jap an time 
to gather the money and p risoners to­ 
gether. A Jap anese sp okesman said 
they had gathered $2 million in U.S. 
$100 bills bu t the remaining $4 million 
might hav e to be flown from the 
United States. 


The new deadline was set to ex p ire 
at 5 p .m. CDT Friday . 
Jap an also rep orted that one of the 
jailed radicals the hijackers hav e de­ 
manded freed refu sed to leav e jail. 


Bangladesh officials negotiated with 
the hijackers, armed with grenades, 
p istols and p lastic ex p losiv es, to gain 
the ex tension and a U.S. dip lomat was 
at Dacca airp ort seeking word on u p 
to nine U.S. citizens believ ed aboard 
the p lane. 
THE TERRORISTS from the Jap a­ 


nese Red Army released fiv e Amcri. 
can residents earlier Thu rsday — an 
ailing y ou ng y oga stu dent, a weep ing 
actress and a married cou p le and 
their child — and won food and fu el 
su p p lies, bu t they gav e no hint of 
their nex t mov e. 


The freed hostages rep orted the 
p assengers and crew still aboard the 
p lane were calm as their ordeal drag­ 
ged on for more than 40 hou rs. 


Jap an agreed to su bmit to the hi­ 
jackers’ demands bu t said the logistics 
of rou nding u p radicals at p risons 
throu ghou t the cou ntry and assem­ 
bling a $6 million ransom all in U.S. 
$100 bills were so comp licated they 
cou ld not meet the demands u ntil this 
afternoon. 
Prime Minister Takeo Fu ku da said 


his gov ernment y ielded becau se “hu ­ 
man life is more p reciou s than the 
earth.” 
TOKYO’S JUSTICE Minister, Ha- 
jima Fu ku da, resigned in p rotest at 
his gov ernment’s cap itu lation. 
The gu nmen — fou r were Jap anese, 
the fifth wore a mask and all ap ­ 
p eared to be u nder the age of 30 — 
told Dacca airp ort officials they wou ld 
detonate the jet and lau nch a terrorist 
“p rogram on a larger, global scale” 
u nless they win all their demands. 
In another of their radioed mes­ 
sages the hijackers said they wou ld 
release women, children, Indians and 
Pakistanis aboard the p lane after de­ 
liv ery of the p risoners and the cash, 
and keep the other hostages aboard 
u ntil they reach their u ltimate desti­ 
nation, which was not known.

Dav id Ry an nev er wanted to be “a 
p ioneer.” 
When he mov ed to Hanov er Park 
two weeks ago, he didn’t know he 
wou ld be the only black man liv ing in 
the v illage’s Longmeadows Sou th su b­ 
div ision. He didn’t ev en care. It didn’t 
seem imp ortant. 


“I was ju st looking for a decent 
p lace for my kids, for a p lace con­ 
v enient to my job,” he said. “My sis­ 


ter liv es ov er in Hoffman Estates and 
she nev er had any p roblems. It 
seemed like a p retty decent area.” 


THE FIRST HINT of trou ble came 
Tu esday night when someone v omited 
on Ry an’s car. And then someone 
threw bottles at his garage. And then, 
on Wednesday iiight, someone p ou red 
gasoline on the lawn of his rented du ­ 
p lex and set it on fire. 


The scar it left was in the shap e of 
a cross. 


“I didn’t think p eop le behav ed like 
this,” he said sadly . “This is straght 
ou t of the 1800s. It’s the act of some­ 
one who is v ery sick.” 


Police Chief Robert Sau er of Hano­ 
v er Park said his inv estigators hav e 
“some {M*etty likely p eop le in mind.” 


“As far as I ’m concerned, this is an 
act of v andalism,” he said. “We’ll 
p robably find that this is the same 
bu nch of p eop le who’v e been giv ing u s 
trou ble in the p ast, driv ing across 


lawns, knocking down trees, breaking 
windows. 
“I DON’T THINK this family is in 
any danger ou tside of hav ing more 
nu isance p roblems,” he said. “Bu t I 
intend to p u t a stop to this p roblem if 
it takes ev ery p olice officer I’v e got to 
do it.” 
Sau er said his men interv iewed resi­ 
dents along Ry an’s Wock, bu t tu rned 
u p no one who saw any thing before 
Ry an himself sp otted the fire and 
called the p olice shortly after 10 p .m. 


Many of Ry an’s neighbors seemed 
u ncomfortable talking abou t the in­ 
cident and refu sed to giv e their 
names. 


It was “u nfortu nate and u nneces­ 
sary ” said one. It was “mean” said 
another. “I feel terrible abou t this,” 
said a third. “I hav en’t met her, bu t I 
talked to her hu sband once and he 
seemed v ery nice.” 


STILL ANOTHER neighbor said she 
feared the cross-bu rners might strike 


again. “We’re so close,” she said, 
“they might make a mistake and set 
the fire here.” 
It is the reaction, or lack of it, from 
his neighbors that bothers Ry an the 
most. 


“The ones wTio did this are ju st 
sick,” he said. “Bu t nobody else 
arou nd here ev er said any thing. One 
gu y who doesn’t ev en liv e here 
stop p ed his car and ap ologized for the

Rd., Arlington Heights. He abandoned 
self-service Wednesday. 
GASOLINE SALES dropped off 250 
to 300 gallons a day during the period 
he offered self-serve, May 31 to Sept. 
28, Grzebieniak said. 
‘‘The price is not any different and 
it’s an inconvenience to many people.

Arlington Heights officials Monday 
will debate how big a downtown shop­ 
ping center-office building should be 
to ensure success. 
The two development teams that 
have submitted proposals for building 
a multilevel commercial and office 
center with a parking garage dis­ 
agreed at a meeting Thursday night 
on how big Arlington Heights’ down­ 
town development should be. 
At the meeting attended by eight of 
the nine village board members, rep­ 
resentatives of a development team 
headed by Crane Construction Co. in­ 
sisted a shopping center should have 
at least 100.000 square feet. 
“ We looked at the possibility of a 
smaller proposal but we decided it 
would never work. We tried to do a 
minimal proposal with the under­ 
standing that if we were overly am­ 
bitious, no one was going to listen to 
us,” said Greg Heine of Crane Con­ 
struction Co. 


THE PROPOSAL submitted by the 
team formed by Crane Construction 
Co., Development Control Corp. and 
architects Welton Becket & Associ­ 
ates, all of Chicago, calls for 130,000 
square feet of retail space and at 
least 90,000 square feet of office space 
with a 575-car parking garage. 
“ That’s not cast in iron. We are 
asking for the chance to study the sit­ 
uation. We’re certain there is terrific 
potential here.

Japan ransom extension 


DACCA, Bangladesh (U P I) - Five 
guerrillas 
threatened 
Thursday 
to 
blow up their hijacked jet with 146 
hostages aboard and set off a “ global” 
terror campaign if Japan breaks its 
promise to free nine prisoners and 
pay $6 million ransom, but they ex­ 
tended the deadline by more than a 
day. 


The hijackers freed five hostages — 
two Americans and an Indian family 
of three reported to reside in Califor­ 
nia. 


Japan, saying “human life is more 
precious than the earth,” agreed to 
the demands but said it could not 
meet the terrorists’ original midnight 
deadline. 
WITH ONLY 20 minutes to go on 
the deadline, the hijackers granted a 


28-hour extension to allow Japan time 
to gather the money and prisoners to­ 
gether. A Japanese spokesman said 
they had gathered $2 million in U.S. 
$100 bills but the remaining $4 million 
might have to be flown from the 
United States. 


The new deadline was set to expire 
at 5 p.m. CDT Friday. 
Japan also reported that one of the 
jailed radicals the hijackers have de­ 
manded freed refused to leave jail. 


Bangladesh officials negotiated with 
the hijackers, armed with grenades, 
pistols and plastic explosives, to gain 
the extension and a U.S. diplomat was 
at Dacca airport seeking word on up 
to nine U.S. citizens believed aboard 
the plane. 
THE TERRORISTS from the Japa­

Burning cross welcomes black family

David Ryan never wanted to be “ a 
pioneer.” 
When he moved to Hanover Park 
two weeks ago, he didn’t know he 
would be the only black man living in 
the village’s Longmeadows South sub­ 
division. He didn’t even care. It didn’t 
seem important. 


“ I was just looking for a decent 
place for my kids, for a place con­ 
venient to my job,” he said. “ My sis­ 


ter lives over in Hoffman Estates and 
she never had 
any problems. 
It 
seemed like a pretty decent area.” 


THE FIRST HINT of trouble came 
Tuesday night when someone vomited 
on Ryan’s car. And then someone 
threw bottles at his garage. And then, 
on Wednesday night, someone poured 
gasoline on the lawn of his rented du­ 
plex and set it on fire. 


The scar it left was in the shape of 
a cross. 


“ I didn't think people behaved like 
this,” he said sadly. “ This is straght 
out of the 1800s. It’s the act of some­ 
one who is very sick.” 


Police Chief Robert Sauer of Hano­ 
ver Park said his investigators have 
“ some pretty likely people in mind.” 


“ As far as I ’m concerned, this is an 
act of vandalism,” he said. “ We’ll 
probably find that this is the same 
bunch of people who’ve been giving us 
trouble in the past, driving across 


lawns, knocking down trees, breaking 
windows. 
“ I DON’T THINK this family is in 
any danger outside of having more 
nuisance problems,” he said. “ But I 
intend to put a stop to this problem if 
it takes every police officer I ’ve got to 
do it.” 
Sauer said his men interviewed resi­ 
dents along Ryan’s block, but turned 
up no one who saw anything before 
Ryan himself spotted the fire and 
called the police shortly after IO p.m. 


Many of Ryan’s neighbors seemed 
uncomfortable talking about the in­ 
cident and refused to give their 
names. 


It was “ unfortunate and unneces­ 
sary” said one. It was “ mean” said 
another. “ I feel terrible about this,” 
said a third. “ I haven’t met her, but I 
talked to her husband once and he 
seemed very nice.” 


STILL ANOTHER neighbor said she 
feared the cross-burners might strike 


again. “ We’re so close,” she said, 
“ they might make a mistake and set 
the fire here.” 
It is the reaction, or lack of it, from 
his neighbors that bothers Ryan the 
most. 


“ The ones who did this are just 
sick,” he said. “ But nobody else 
around here ever said anything. One 
guy who doesn’t even live here 
stopped his car and apologized for the

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Amin no ma d ma n: Ug a nd a n ex -o fficia l

Ifii Amin is no t a madman. 
Henry Ky cmba is adamant abo u t that. He o u g ht to 
kno w. He was Amin’s health minister u ntil May when 
he defected in fear o f his life. 
Field Marshal Idi Amin Dada — the ty rant who has 
plu ng ^ Ug ajida into a blo o d bath since his takeo v er in 
197 1, is many thing s, Ky emba say s. He is a v icio u s 
swag g ering brag g art — a su perstitio u s and bru tal man 
who kills witho u t co mpu nctio n. 
HE IS A thief who has plu ndered Ug anda’s meag er 
wealth fo r himself and sent at least 150,000 o f his co u n­ 
try men to to rtu ro u s death. 
He is dev o id o f mo rals, bu t he is no t crazy , Ky emba 
said. He kno ws ex actly what he is do ing . And u ntil 
co u ntries like the United States, Britain and the Arab 
o il states sto p trading with him — pro v iding him with 
the g o o ds he needs — Amin will co ntinu e his reig n o f 
terro r. 
“He s so bru tal and ru thless that peo ple hav e ex ­ 
plained that he can o nly be mad,” Ky emba said. “Bu t 
there is a difference between a mu rderer and a mad­ 
man. A madman takes a machine g u n and kills ev ery ­ 
o ne aro u nd him witho u t tho u g ht. All o f the killing s 
Amin has co mmitted hav e a pattern. He has remo v ed 
tlio se who co u ld be a threat.” 
Ky emba, a slim, nattily dressed man, is the last hig h 
g o v ernment o fficial to leav e Ug anda u nscathed. He was 
in Chicag o Thu rsday to discu ss his bo o k, “A State o f 
Blo o d: The Insidb Sto ry o f Idi Amin” — a bo o k he 
ho pes will lead to the (Jo v mfall o f the Amin reg ime and 
enable him to retu rn ho me. 
Befo re Ky emba’s defectio n fro m the so u thern African 
natio n o f 11 millio n in May o f this y ear, the wo rld o nly 
had v ag u e no tio ns o f the Ug andan o rdeal. Becau se the 
repo rts \y ere written mo stly by white Western jo u rnal­ 
ists, Amin was able to dismiss them as “imperialist 
pro pag anda,” Ky emba said. 
BUT NOT NOW. Ky emba bro u g ht with him sto ries o f 
Amin’s atro cities, which already are o ld news. In his 
bo o k, Ky emba v iv idly details the ho rro r sto ries: 
• Tho u sands o f bo dies o f Amin v ictims are du mped 
into the Nile so the cro co diles will eat them. Ho wev er, 
there are mo re bo dies than cro co diles, and the dead 
litter the banks do wnstream. 
• Amin's men drag g ed Do ra Blo ch o u t o f her ho spital 
bed and killed her in retaliatio n fo r the Israeli raid o n 
Entebbe airpo rt to free ho stag es held by Palestinian 
terro rists. Mrs. Blo ch had been accidently left behind in 


the rescu e. Amin's men du mped her bo dy in wo o ds 
o u tside Kampala. 
• The archbisho p o f Ug anda and two hig h ministers 
were riddled with bu llets by Amin’s henchmen. They 
did no t die in an au to mo bile accident as Amin claimed. 
• Two American freelance jo u rnalists, Ro bert Siedle 
and Nicho las Stro h, so n o f the Detro it brewer, were 
mu rdered in Ju ly , 1971 when they asked to o many qu es­ 
tio ns. Their bo dies w’ere du mped into a riv er. 
The list o f atro cities and the names o f the v ictims are 
endless. Yet mu ch abo u t Amin and ho w re retains his 
po wer is a my stery to tho se in the West. 
Ky emba tried to ex plain. 
Amin tlnnv es o n praise and attentio n. He su iTo u nds 
himself with tho se who lav ish it u po n him. 
“Yo u miLSt praise liim, co mpliment liim. Yo u mu st 
tell him he is do ing a g o o d jo b,” Ky emba said. “Yo u 
su rv iv e aro u nd him by telling him thing s he can do to 
g et wo rld attentio n. Tho se are the kinds o f thing s that 
are g iv en him.” 
His o nly allies are a band o f 15,000 mercenaries fro m 
so u thern Su dan who ride ro u g hsho d o v er the army and 
the civ ilian po pu latio n. The mercenaries remain lo y al 
becau se he lav ishes g o o ds o n them and permits them to 
pillag e the co u ntry and its citizens. Witho u t that lo o t, 
Amin wo u ld hav e no backers. 
AMIN AND HIS so ldiers are ig no rant men “who 
kno w o nly ho w to u se a g u n,” Ky emba said. Becau se 
Amin is so u nedu cated, he hates the intellectu al and 
cu ltu ral elite o f the co u ntry . That is why he has sy stem­ 
atically mu idered ev ery pro minent pro fessio nal perso n, 
o r at least driv en them fro m Ug anda. He has so co m­ 
pletely redu ced the ranks o f trained pro fessio nals, that 
Ky emba fears there will be no co mpetent leaders left to 
ru le after Amin is depo sed. 
As if the mu rders are no t eno u g h, Amin mu st hu mili­ 
ate his v ictims ev en in death, Ky emba said. He said, 
“Amin is the mo st su perstitio u s man I kno w\” That 
su perstitio n has led Amin to the acts o f cannibalism 
and blo o d tasting that hav e beco me famo u s. 
/\min is a member o f the Kakw^a tribe, which beUev es 
by tasting the blo o d o f slain enemies the dead's spirits 
will be rendered harmless. 
When the bo dies o f pro minent v ictims are bro u g ht 
into a mo rg u e in Kampala, Amin asks to be left alo ne 
inside with them. 
‘JIardly any Ug andan do u bts that Amin, qu ite liter­ 
ally , has a taste fo r blo o d,” Ky emba said. 
BUT THE CANNIBALISM to which Amin has admit- 
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Henry K yem b a.. .Amin brutal , not mad. 


ted and the mu tilatio n o f bo dies is “v ery u n-African,” 
Ky emba said. 
"It is o ne thing to taste the blo o d o f a v ictim, as 


Amin’s tribe do es,'’ he said. “Bu t it is ano ther to o pen 
a 
man u p and cu t o u t his liv er, o r sto re his head inside 
the refrig erato r as Amin has do ne. He will do it as a 
means to hu miliate peo ple and sho w his po wer. He will 
do it if it means he will be in po wer o ne day lo ng er.” 
Bu t Amin is no t a madman? Bru tal, bu t no t mad, 
Ky emba say s. 
If Amin is no t mad, then he can l>e held respo nsible 
fo r what he has do ne. Ky emba believ es it is o nly a 
matter o f time befo re the Amin reg ime co llapses. There 
will be a day o f recko ning fo r “Big Daddy .” 
Bu t when that happens will depend o n the actio ns o f 
Britain, the United States and the Arab o il co u ntries. 
All co ntribu te to Amin’s po wer by remaining activ e tra­ 
ding partners with Ug anda. 
The United States is Ug anda’s big g est co ffee cu sto m­ 
er, and the Arabs, particu larly Liby a, pro v ide mu ch o f 
the cash Amin needs. Britain reg u larly sells co nsu mer 
g o o ds to Amin — “whiskey ” ru ns as Ky emba calls 
them — which Amin g iv es to his thu g s to keep them 
lo y al. 
* 
If these co u ntries wo u ld cu t o ff the trade, Amin wo u ld 
fall fro m po wer. Yet, Ky emba say s, these co u ntries 
hav e no t do ne so becau se black African natio ns hav e 
no t u nanimo u sly co ndemned Amin. Witho u t that, trade 
will g o o n and so will Amin. 


WHEN THE KILLERS ai'e remo v ed fro m po wer, and 
ju stice prev ails ag ain, wiiere will Ky emba be? Will he 
hav e charg es to answer? 
Altho u g h he no w co ndemns Amin, he serv ed him fo r 
fiv e y ears — thro u g h the killing s and the plu ndering . 
He was the last o f Amin's o rig inal ministers to leav e. 
Ky emba knew abo u t the mu rders — as did many 
Ug andans — as early as 197 2. He stay ed o n ev en after 
Amin o rdered Ky emba’s bro ther killed. He stay ed o n 
ev en tho u g h the mo st respectable o f Ug anda’s citizens 
were fleeing . Why ? 
"I felt I co u ld hav e an impact if I stay ed. Fo r me to 
leav e Ug anda, I wo u ld hav e to decide whether I co u ld 
play a better ro le fro m witliin o r fro m the o u tside. I 
decided it was better if I wo rked fro m within.” 
Ky emba said he realized this y ear — after the mu r­ 
der o f the Ug andan archbisho p that there w'as no ho pe. 
Ky emba said his o wn mu rder was being plo tted. 
“I hav e nev er reg retted that I stay ed o n to be a 
witness to w’hat was happening ,” he said. “I sa\ed 
qu ite a few liv es, and I helped so me friends. I wo n’t 
hav e to ju stify my actio ns when Amin has g o ne.”

o ne bu i’ned a cro ss in fro nt o f a ho u se 
o wned by Dav id Ry an, a black man 
who has liv ed at 1150 Co u ntry side in 
the Lo ng meado ws So u th su bdiv isio n 
o f Hano v er Park fo r two weeks. 
"PREJUDICP: 
and bias are still 
pretty mu ch with u s,” Williamso n 
said Thu rsday . "Tlie incident do esn't 
su rprise me. I’m saddened by it, bu t 
it do esn't su i’prisc me.’’ 
Williamso n is white. 
Bu t he kno ws a lo t abo u t preju dice. 
In 197 2, he ai:d his wife decided the 
kitchen in their Schau mbu i’g ho me 
was to o small and there was no place 
fo r the children to play . So they pu t a 
do w’ii pay ment o n a fashio nable o ne- 
lev el ho me in the Greenbro o k su bdiv i- 
sin o f Hano v er Park and prepared to 
mo v e in. 
There was ju st o ne pro blem. Many 
o f the neig hbo rs did no t want tlie Wil­ 
liamso ns. They had an ll-mo nth-o ld 
ado pted dau g hter named Jo y . 
She W'as black. 
BEFORE THEY had ev en mo v ed 
in, the Williamso ns beg an g etting 
midnig ht pho ne calls. At o ne po int, a 
g ro u p o f the neig hbo rs co nfro nted 
them and to ld them “in no u ncertain 
term s” that they weren’t w'anted. 
And then, o ne nig ht in April, it hap­ 
pened: the bu rning cro ss o n the lawn.

actio ns o f the peo ple aro u nd here, bu t 
the o thers do n't g et inv o lv ed.

Ry an, 2G, a railro ad co ndu cto r, is 
no t afraid. He said he's “a little co n­

Bu t there's no thing to keep him in 
Hano v er Park either. 


“No bo dy wants to g et inv o lv ed,” he 
said. “When y o u liv e in a co mmu nity , 
when y o u w'ant to beco me part o f a 
co mmu nity — and I’m no t say ing that 
1 do — y o u ’v e g o t to share each o th­ 
er's pro blems to make it g ro w'.” 


Lo o king back o n it. Williamso n said 
he do esn't blame Hano v er Park. It 
co u ld hav e happened in Schau mbu rg , 
Elg in o r any where else. 
“We ju st happened to be in the 
wro ng place at the w'ro ng time,” he 
said. 
The family had no t mo v ed into the 
ho u se y et, and there w’as a time when 
they co nsidered disso lv ing the trans­ 
actio n. Bu t it became a matter o f 
principle. 
“ W E ILU) 
COMMITTED 
o u r­ 
selv es,” Williamso n recalled. “No t 
ju st when we g o t the ho u se, bu t when 
w'e ado pted Jo v . Wc co mmitted o u r­ 
selv es. W’e co u ldn't back do wn.'’ 
There ahv ay s W’as a tensio n. 
“W^hUo W’O liv ed there,” Williamso n 
said, “we were strang ers in a strang e 
land. It was like liv ing in an empty 
lo t.” 


Thing s co u ld haav e been different, 
he believ es, and he co ncedes that his 
family was part o f the reaso n they 
weren't. They made no attempt to 
smo o th thing s o v er w'ith tho se w'ho 
had attacked them. After all that had 
happened, it was a difficu lt thing to 
do . 
So they stay ed three y ears. Jo y 
g i'ew', and altho u g h she wasn’t par­ 
ticu larly co nscio u s o f the preju dice, 
there were o ccasio nals sig ns she ev en­ 
tu ally wo u ld reco g nize.

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Amin no madman: 
U

Icli Amin is not a madman. 
Henry Kycmba is adamant about that. He ought to 
know. He was Amin’s health minister until May when 
he defected in fear of Ins life. 
Field Marshal Idi Amin Dada — the tyrant who has 
plunged Uganda into a blood bath since his takeover in 
1971, is many things, Kyemba says. He is a vicious 
swaggering braggart —• a superstitious and brutal man 
who kills without compunction. 
HE IS A thief who has plundered Uganda’s meager 
wealth for himself and sent at least 150,000 of his coun­ 
trymen to torturous death. 
He is devoid of morals, but he is not crazy, Kyemba 
said. He knows exactly what he is doing. And until 
countries like the United States, Britain and the Arab 
oil states slop trading with him — providing him with 
the goods he needs — Amin will continue his reign of 
terror. 
“He’s so brutal and ruthless that people have ex­ 
plained that he can only be mad,” Kyemba said. “But 
there is a difference between a murderer and a mad­ 
man. A madman takes a machine gun and kills every­ 
one around him without thought. All of the killings 
Amin has committed have a pattern. He has removed 
those who could be a threat.” 
Kyemba, a slim, nattily dressed man, is the last high 
government official to leave Uganda unscathed. He was 
in Chicago Thursday to discuss his book, “A State of 
Blood: The Inside Story of Idi Amin” — a book he 
hopes will lead to the downfall of the Amin regime and 
enable him to return home. 
Before Kyemba’s defection from the southern African 
nation of ll million in May of this year, the world only 
had vague notions of the Ugandan ordeal. Because the 
reports were written mostly by white Western journal­ 
ists, Amin was able to dismiss them as “imperialist 
propaganda,” Kyemba said. 
BUT NOT NOW. Kyemba brought with him stories of 
Amin’s atrocities, which already are old news. In his 
book, Kyemba vividly details the horror stories: 
• Thousands of bodies of Amin victims are dumped 
into the Nile so the crocodiles will eat them. However, 
there are more bodies than crocodiles, and the dead 
litter the banks downstream. 
• Amin’s men dragged Dora Bloch out of her hospital 
bed and killed her in retaliation for the Israeli raid on 
Entebbe airport to free hostages held by Palestinian 
terrorists. Mrs. Bloch had been accidently left behind in 


the rescue. Amin's men dumped her body in woods 
outside Kampala. 
• The archbishop of Uganda and two high ministers 
were riddled with bullets by Amin's henchmen. They 
did not die in an automobile accident as Amin claimed. 
• Two American freelance journalists, Robert Siedle 
and Nicholas Stroh, son of the Detroit brewer, were 
murdered in July, 1971 W'hen they asked too many ques­ 
tions. Their bodies were dumped into a river. 
The list of atrocities and the names of the victims are 
endless. Yet much about Amin and how re retains his 
power is a mystery to those in the West. 
Kyemba tried to explain. 
Amin thrives on praise and attention. He surrounds 
himself with those who lavish it upon him. 
“You must praise him, compliment him. Yrou must 
tell him he is doing a good job,” Kyemba said. “You 
survive around him by telling him things he can do to 
get world attention. Those are the kinds of things that 
are given him.” 
His only allies are a band of 15,000 mercenaries from 
southern Sudan who ride roughshod over the army and 
the civilian population. The mercenaries remain loyal 
because he lavishes goods on them and permits them to 
pillage the country and its citizens. Without that loot, 
Amin wrould have no backers. 
AMIN AND IHS soldiers are ignorant men “who 
know only how to use a gun,” Kyemba said. Because 
Amin is so uneducated, he hates the intellectual and 
cultural elite of the country. That is why he has system­ 
atically murdered every prominent professional person, 
or at least driven them from Uganda. He has so com­ 
pletely reduced the ranks of trained professionals, that 
Kyemba fears there will be no competent leaders left to 
rule after Amin is deposed. 
As if the murders are not enough, Amin must humili­ 
ate his victims even in death, Kyemba said. He said, 
“Amin is the most superstitious man I know*.” That 
superstition has led Amin to the acts of cannibalism 
and blood tasting that have become famous. 
Amin is a member of the Kakwra tribe, which believes 
by tasting the blood of slain enemies the dead’s spirits 
will be rendered harmless. 
When the bodies of prominent victims are brought 
into a morgue in Kampala, Amin asks to be left alone 
inside with them. 
“Hardly any Ugandan doubts that Amin, quite liter­ 
ally, has a taste for blood,” Kyemba said. 
BIT THE CANNIBALISM to which Amin has admit-

ted and the mutilation of bodies is “very un-African,” 
Kyemba said. 
“It is one tiling to taste the blood of a victim, as 


Amin's tribe does,” he said. “But it is another to open a 
man up and cut out his liver, or store his head inside 
the refrigerator as Amin has done. He will do it as a 
means to humiliate people and show his power. He will 
do it if it means he will be in power one day longer.” 
But Amin is not a madman? Brutal, but not mad, 
Kyemba says. 
If Amin is not mad, then he can be held responsible 
for what he has done. Kyemba believes it is only a 
matter of time before the Amin regime collapses. There 
w ill be a day of reckoning for “Big Daddy.” 
But when that happens will depend on the actions of 
Britain, the United States and tile Arab oil countries. 
All contribute to Amin’s power by remaining active tra­ 
ding partners with Uganda. 
The United States is Uganda's biggest coffee custom­ 
er, and the Arabs, particularly Libya, provide much of 
the cash Amin needs. Britain regularly sells consumer 
goods to Amin — “whiskey” runs as Kyemba calls 
them — which Amin gives to his thugs to keep them 
loyal. 
* 
If these countries would cut off the trade, Amin would 
fall from power. Yet, Kyemba says, these countries 
have not done so because black African nations have 
not unanimously condemned Amin. Without that, trade 
will go on and so will Amin. 


WHEN THE KILLERS are removed from power, and 
justice prevails again, where will Kyemba be? Will he 
have charges to answer? 
Although he now condemns Amin, he served him for 
five years — through the killings and the plundering. 
He was the last of Amin's original ministers to leave. 
Kyemba knew about the murders — as did many 
Ugandans — as early as 1972. He stayed on even after 
Amin ordered Kyemba’s brother killed. He stayed on 
even though the most respectable of Uganda's citizens 
were fleeing. Why? 
“I felt I could have an impact if I stayed. For me to 
leave Uganda, I would have to decide whether I could 
play a better role from within or from the outside. I 
decided it was better if I worked from within.” 
Kyemba said he realized this year — after the mur­ 
der of the Ugandan archbishop that there was no hope. 
Kyemba said his own murder was being plotted. 
“I have never regretted that I stayed on to be a 
witness to what was happening,’’ he said. “I saved 
quite a few lives, and I helper! some friends. I won’t 
have to justify my actions when Amin has gone.” 


Late recess means new try on gas bill accord today 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- Senate 
Majority Leader Robert Byrd kept the 
Senate in its third straight night ses­ 
sion Thursday in a futile effort to 
work out a compromise on natural 
gas legislation. He ordered the sena­ 
tors back for another try Friday 
morning. 
The West Virginia Democrat re­ 
cessed the Senate at 10:27 p.m. CDT 
after he was unable to get two w a ­ 
ring factions to agree to begin voting 
on major amendments to the bill. 
Every proposal he made drew an 
objection from either those who want 
to deregulate gas prices or those 
wanting price controls. 
BYRD FINALLY 
gave 
up 
and 
asked the leaders of both sides to join 
him in his office in the morning to try 
to work out an agreement. 
“I think I have made a good faith 
effort to try to arrange an under­ 
standing as to when we could vote,” 
he said after repeated rebuffs. 
Tempers grew short as the Senate 


struggled to end the 10-day filibuster 
first started by opponents of deregula­ 
tion. 
After nine days of silence, Sen. Ed­ 
mund 
Muskie. 
D-Maine, 
rose 
to 
charge that senators opposed to dereg­ 
ulation of gas prices were being 
“steamrollered” by the majority. 
“I don’t like the smell of it,” Mus­ 
kie shouted. 
MUSKIE SAID he had long opposed 
fi I busters “but I’m just as opposed to 
steamroller tactics as I am to dilatory 
tactics.” 
Muskie’s ire was aroused by an ef­ 
fort to wipe out hundreds of amend­ 
ments offered by the filibusterers by 
having them called up and ruled out 
of order one by one. 
Sen. 
Patrick 
Moynihan, 
D-N.Y., 
who was in the chair, noted at one 
point that there were still 385 amend­ 
ments left. 
Senate leaders had succeeded in 
getting opponents of deregulation to 
suspend their filibuster temporarily 
Thursday morning so that a com­ 


promise plan could be brought to the 
floor. 
That plan would extend existing fed­ 
eral price regulation but also allow 
ceilings to be raised higher than Pres­ 
ident Carter wants. 
THE CATCH was that proponents of 
deregulation reserved the right to 
amend the compromise bill to restore 
deregulation provisions, and their op­ 
ponents said they would resume their 
f ilibuster if that occurred. 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, 
a leader of the anti-deregulation fili­ 


buster, told a reporter “all bets are 
off” on the compromise plan if any 
effort is made to add deregulation 
provisions. 
After the Senate brought Democrat­ 
ic Leader Robert Bvrd’s compromise 
to the floor by voice vote, Sen. Russell 
Long, D-La., took charge. 
Long’s tactic was to rob Metzen­ 
baum and his ally. Democrat James 
Abdurezk of South Dakota, of the 
means to revive their filibuster by 
bringing up all the delaying amend­ 
ments they had been keeping in re­ 


serve and disposing of them by quick 
voice votes. 
Alxlurezk tried to stall by demand­ 
ing time-consuming roll call votes, but 
his tired and groggy colleagues re­ 
fused to allow it. 
LONG ALSO ignored Abourezk’s 
challenge to call up the central 
amendment providing for deregula­ 
tion of new* gas in the heart of the 
dispute. 
“If the definition of a filibuster is 
‘an act of piracy,’ then I don’t want to 
be a gentleman doing business with 


pirates,” Long said at one point. “I 
have proved my talent as a filibuste­ 
rer. 
“If the other guy wants to be a poor 
loser, then I want to be a poor loser,” 
Long said, waving his arms in a Sen­ 
ate that sat silent except for some 
chuckles. 
Ear her. when Byrd’s compromise 
seemed as though it might carry the 
day, Abourezk and Metzenbaum said 
they would vote for it “with reluc­ 
tance. but we are interested in ending 
the impasse.”

After five years, the memories don't 
haunt Willard F. Williamson and Ills 
family. 
They have put the incident behind 
them. They have moved away. They 
rarely think about it. 
But there are reminders. 
Like Wednesday night. When some­ 
one burned a cross in front of a house 
owned by David Ryan, a black man 
who has lived at 1150 Countryside in 
the Longmeadows South subdivision 
of Hanover Park for two weeks. 
“PREJUDICE AND bias are still 
pretty much with us,” Williamson 
said Thursday. “Tile incident doesn't 
surprise me. I’m saddened by it, but 
it doesn't surprise me.” 
Williamson is white. 
But he knows a lot about prejudice. 
In 1972, he and his wife decided the 
kitchen in their Schaumburg home 
was too small and there was no place 
for the children to play. So they put a 
down payment on a fashionable one- 
level home in the Glenbrook subdivi- 
sin of Hanover Park and prepared to 
move in. 
There was just one problem. Many 
of the neighbors did not want the Wil­ 
liamsons. They had an 11-month-old 
adopted daughter named Joy. 
She was black. 
BEFORE THEY had even moved 
in, the Williamsons began getting 
midnight phone calls. At one point, a 
group of the neighbors confronted 
them and told them “in no uncertain 
terms” that they weren’t wanted. 
And then, one night in April, it hap­ 
pened: the burning cross on the lawn.

actions of the people around here, but 
the others don’t get involved. 


“To me, tins is the unfriendliest 
neighborhood I ve ever been in. I 
guess they’re afraid of us. I don’t 
know why.” 


Ryan, 26, a railroad conductor, is 
not afraid. He said he’s “a little con­ 


cerned” about his wife and children, 
but he’s not planning to move. 
But theres nothing to keep him in 
Hanover Park either. 


“Nobody wants to get involved,” he 
said. “When you live in a community, 
when you want to become part of a 
community — and I’m not saying that 
I do — you've got to share each oth­ 
er's problems lo make it grow.” 


Looking back on it, Williamson said 
he doesn’t blame Hanover Park. It 
could have happened in Schaumburg, 
Elgin or anywhere else. 
“We just happened to be in the 
wrong place at the wrong time,” he 
said. 
The family had not moved into the 
house yet, and there was a time when 
they considered dissolving the trans­ 
action. But it became a matter of 
principle. 
“ W E HAD COMMITTED our­ 
selves,” Williamson recalled. “Not 
just when we got the house, but when 
we adopted Jov. We committed our­ 
selves. We couidn't back down.” 
There always was a tension. 
“While we lived there,” Williamson 
said, “we were strangers in a strange 
land. It was like living in an empty 
lot.” 


Things could haave been different, 
he believes, and he concedes that his 
family was part of the reason they 
weren’t. They made no attempt to 
smooth things over with those who 
had attacked them. After all that had 
happened, it was a difficult thing to 
do. 
So they stayed three years. Joy 
grew, and although she wasn’t par­ 
ticularly conscious of the prejudice, 
there were occasional signs she even­ 
tually would recognize. Little things, 
such as the times children in the 
neighborhood had parties and she 
wasn’t invited. 
TWO YEARS AGO, they moved to 
Elgin. It could have just as easily 
been another part of Hanover Park, 
Williamson says, it just turned out 
that it was Elgin instead.

f ood stamp reforms may eliminate some families 


Low-income families in the North­ 
west suburbs may suffer as a result of 
new food stamp reforms signed into 
law Thursday by President Carter. 
T i g h t e r eligibility requirements 
could eliminate families at or above 
federal poverty guidelines who pre­ 
viously have been able to get food 
stamps. 
Nationally, 1.5 million of the current 
16.2 million persons are expected to 
be dropped, even though the reforms 
are expected to bring an estimated 3 
million new recipients into the $5.6 
billion food stamp program. 


“Poverty in the Northwest suburbs 
is relative. A family might be just 
above the poverty line nationally but 
below the poverty line in terms of 
what it costs to live in this area,” said 
Michael Raimondi, director of the 
Northwest Opportunity Center. 


Raimondi said he would have to 
study the new regulations to deter­ 
mine in detail how low-income fami­ 
lies in the Northwest suburbs will be 
affected. 


THE FOOD STAMP program was 
extended for four years as a part of 


an omnibus $10.5 billion farm bill Car­ 
ter once threatened to veto as too ex­ 
pensive. 
“In the last 40 years there never 
has been such a far-reaching and im­ 
portant piece of legislature passed re­ 
lating to American agriculture,” Car­ 
ter said. 
In return for accepting crop sup­ 
ports higher than he wanted, Carter 
won the food stamp reforms he want­ 
ed. 
The bill represented a “great step 
forward” in overhauling the stamp 
program, he said. 


The new' law eliminates the require­ 
ments that participants buy stamps. 
It also authorizes a test in 14 areas of 
a “workfare” program under which 
some able-bodied stamp recipients 
would have to earn their free stamps 
by working on public service jobs. 


Target prices and loan rates for 
wheat, corn, rice and cotton are 
raised by the bill. 


Other provisions call for expanded 
research programs in solar energy 
and human nutrition and the “food for 
peace” foreign aid program.

Illinois briefs_________ 
Fiery engine forces 
emergency landing 


A chartered Capital Airlines DCS with 190 persons aboard and 
one of its engines in flames made an emergency landing Thursday 
at Greater Peoria Airport, authorities said. About 20 persons were 
slightly injured during the evacuation. None were immediately 
admitted to hospitals. Federal Aviation Administration officials 
said the plane took off from the airport, bound for Las Vegas, at 
about 11:10 a.rn and the pilot declared an emergency only nine 
minutes later. The plane's No. I engine was on fire. Firefighting 
units surrounded the landing strip where the plane landed and 
extinguished the fire while the 182 passengers and eight crew 
members evacuated the craft by sliding down emergency chutes. 
Radioactive fallout slight iii state 


The Illinois Public Health Dept, said Thursday the radioactive 
fallout from last week's atomic explosion in China only slightly 
affected Illinois. Mary Huck, a department spokeswoman, said a 
cloud containing radioactive particles from the explosion passed 
over the state last week. She said tests were taken in six counties 
on air, water, ground and milk, and all results were “ pretty much 
the same. They were slightly above normal. . . but not much.” 
None of the levels were hazardous and all milk, water and crops 
are safe to consume, she said. However, she said the cloud was 
expected to pass over the state again this weekend, so the tests 
will be taken again. The tests were taken in Madison, DuPage, 
Hock Island, Williamson, Peoria and Sangamon counties. 
Legislator entitled to back pay 


Former Decatur state Rep. A. Webber Borchers, whose theft 
and official misconduct conviction was overturned last week, is 
entitled to legislative pay for his year out of office, Comptroller 
Michael Bakalis said Thursday. But Bakalis said there is no ap­ 
propriation available to pay the $20,000 yearly salary Borchers left 
behind when he had to vacate his seat in December 1975.

Raids bring gypsy 
‘seers’ misfortune 


Chicago gypsies’ crystal balls gave them a bum steer Thursday. 
Otherwise, 61 persons might have been able to dodge arrest in a 
police crackdown on “ gypsy fortune tellers” on the city’s South 
and Southwest Sides. Approximately 40 raids were prompted by 
complaints from people “ who wind up getting ripped off in a con 
game,” a police spokesman said. The persons arrested were 
charged with a misdemeanor violation of a city ordinance forbid­ 
ding advertisement of promises to tell the future, “ restore lost 
love or give advice.” Conviction brings a fine of $25 to $100. 
Law delays trip down the aisle 


Changes in the Illinois marriage law will require couples to wait 
three days before marrying after obtaining a license, Cook County 
Clerk Stanley T. Kusper Jr. said Thursday. Kusper said two bills, 
signed by Gov. James R. Thompson Thursday, establish the wait­ 
ing period and boost the license fee from $10 to $15. The waiting 
period becomes effective Saturday, but to avoid inconvenience it 
can be waived by the Cook County Circuit Court during the first 
half of October. Kusper said the increase in license fees will boost 
the county's general fund by as much as $250,000. 
Tulle sentence reduction denied 


The five-year prison sentence of former Cook County Comr. 
Floyd T. Tulle of Des Plaines will not be reduced. U.S. District 
Judge Bernard M. Decker Thursday denied a request by Fulle to 
cut his prison term because of financial troubles. Fulle, 56, was 
convicted in December 1975 of extortion, income tax fraud and 
perjury and began serving his sentence Jan. 23. He sought the 
sentence reduction, saying Iris public relations firm was failing 
and he had to sell his newspaper because of financial troubles. 
Convicted molester sentenced 


A six-month sentence in the Vandalia state correctional facility 
Thursday was ordered for a former Wood Dale police sergeant for 
contributing to the sexual delinquency of a minor. Robert C. 
Sample, 35, of 255 Gay St., Wood Dale, also was placed on two 
year's probation in McHenry County Circuit Court. He pleaded 
guilty to the charge in July. Sample was arrested for molesting a 
boy in a Crystal Lake motel while members of a scout troop, of 
which he was a leader, were spending the weekend at a ski resort. 
He was suspended from the suburb’s police force in March after 
he was indicted by the grand jury.

Citizens Utilities Co., serv ing more 
than 6,300 hou seholds in Mou nt Pros­ 
pect and Prospect Heights, has been 
added to the list of those to receiv e 
Lake Michigan water. 
Wheeling, howev er, will lose its sec­ 
ond bid to get lake water when the 
Illinois Dept, of Ti’ansportation today 
annou nces its ru ling on appeals filed 
by those objecting to the IDOT’s April 
water allocation. 
The ru ling resu lted in 12 increased 
allocations, two decreases and the ad­ 
dition of Citizens Utilities. 
BOTH WHEELING and Citizens 
Utilities were among the 51 applicants 
who appealed the April allocation. 
That allocation earmarked lake water 
for 18 towns, inclu ding eight North­ 
west su bu rbs, 
that 
now 
rely 
on 
dwindling grou ndwater su pplies. 
In Wheeling’s case, the state u pheld 
its earlier decision that the v illage 
had ample grou nd water to serv e its 
popu lation throu gh the y ear 2010. 
Citizens Utilities was granted an al­ 
location becau se of an eiTor in the 
original allocation order. "We thou ght 
Wheeling and Mou nt Prospect had ap­ 
plied for that water, bu t they hadn't,” 
a spokesman said. 
The water company serv es the 
northeast portion of Mou nt Prospect, 
portions of Prospect Heights and u nin­ 
corporated Wheeling Township. It also 


prov ides water to the 
Way cinden 
Park area near Des Plaines. 
THE STATE said Citizens Utilities 
can begin u sing lake water as early 
as 1979 if it has a way to get the wa­ 
ter to its cu stomers. In 1979 it will Ix f 
entitled to 2.801 cu bic feet per second, 
with that amou nt increasing to 2.9 08 
in 1980. 


The rev ised allocation order now 
goes to the lake Cou nty Circu it Cou rt 
where legal challenges hav e delay ed 
implementation of the order. 
"We are cu rrently schedu led to 
come before Ju dge VanDeu sen Oct. 
18," said Don Vonnahme, acting direc­ 
tor of IDOT’s Div ision of Water Re­ 
sou rces. 


Vonnahme said it is important the 
ju dge remov e a stay of ex ecu tion 
placed on the April allocation oi’der. 
"If we continu e to delay , no one can 
do any definite planning,” Vonnahme 
.said, noting commu nities that need 
the water want to begin pipeline con­ 
stru ction as soon as possible.

Underpass rivals petition support 


Two petition drives have been start­ 
ed in Arlington Heights by business­ 
men opposed to the underpass pro­ 
posed for Arlington Heights Road at 
the Chicago and North Western ry. 
tracks. 
M embers of the Arlington Heights 
Chamber of Commerce voted unani­ 
mously this week to oppose the under­ 
pass plan and authorized a petition 
drive among businessmen, Edmund 
Pawelko, chamber president, said 
“ Nonchamber members are joining 
the cham ber on this for a unified ef­ 
fort. We want to get a unified voice 
from north, south, east, west and oth­ 
er concerned businessmen,” Pawelko 
said. 
TUP: PETITIONS probably will be 
presented to the Aldington Heights 
Village Board Oct. 17 when the under­ 
pass plan tentatively is sschedulcd for 
discussion, Paweklo said. 
The other petition drive was begun 
by Ralph Windheim, 318 S. Evergreen 
Ave., who owns the Community Cam­ 
era Store at 114 N. Evergreen Ave. 
Windheim said he began circulating 
petitions among his neighbors because 
the proposed detour route during con­ 


struction of an underpass would take 
A r l i n g t o n Heights Road traffic- 
through his neighborhood. 
Copies of Windheim’s petition also 
have been posted near cash registers 
at several downtown stores. 
Signers of the petition are “irrevo­ 
cably opposed” to the underpass pro­ 
posal. 
“ NOT ONLY DO we feel it will be 
very difficult to support our local 
businesses during such a time, but we 
also strongly resent the fact that our 
residential area will be subjected to 
greatly increased detour traffic dur­ 
ing this construction. There are nu­ 
merous small children in this area, all 
of whom use Grove or South streets to 
go either to Park or South schools,” 
the petition states. 
Windheim submitted petitions with 
about 75 signatures to village officials 
Thursday so they will be come part of 
the record of the public hearing on the 
underpass conducted Sept. 20. 
“Most people weren’t aware the de­ 
tour would go right by their houses. 
For two years, we’ll have a m ajor 
highw ay going by,” Windheim said. 
The petition drafted by Windheim is 


being signed by many customers of 
stores where it is posted, Robert RUS­ 


SOW’, m anager of Hagenbring’s Dept. 
Store, said. 
“ Most people are very willing to 
sign it. They know about the under­ 
pass and they are opposed to it,” Rus­ 
so said. 
The underpass plan recommended 
by the engineering consultant firm of 
Metcalf & Eddy Inc. of Des Plaines, 
called for the depression of Arlington 
Heights 
Road 
under 
the 
railway 
tracks with Northwest Highway also 
depressed to the same level as Arling­ 
ton Heights Road. 
THE 1975 COST estimate for the rec­ 
ommended plan is $5.6 million. If the 
village board decides fairly soon to 
proceed with the underpass, the vil­ 
lage is almost assured of getting 70 
per cent funding from the federal gov­ 
ernment, village officials say. 
The main objection to the plan has 
been that the central business district 
will suffer because the underpass will 
mean closing the Evergreen Avenue 
railway crossing as well as prohibiting 
the access of Wing and Davis streets 
to Arlington Heights Road. 


Citizens Utilities to receive lake water 


Citizens Utilities Co., serving more 
than 6,300 households in Mount Pros­ 
pect and Prospect Heights, has been 
added to the list of those to receive 
Lake Michigan water. 
Wheeling, however, will lose its sec­ 
ond bid to get lake water when the 
Illinois Dept, of Transportation today 
announces its ruling on appeals filed 
by those objecting to the IDOT's April 
water allocation. 
The ruling resulted in 12 increased 
allocations, two decreases and the ad­ 
dition of Citizens Utilities. 
BOTH 
WHEELING 
and 
Citizens 
Utilities were among the 51 applicants 
who appealed the April allocation. 
That allocation earm arked lake water 
for 18 towns, including eight North­ 
west 
suburbs, 
that 
now 
rely 
on 
dwindling groundwater supplies. 
In Wheeling's case, the state upheld 
its earlier decision that the village 
had ample ground w’ater to serve its 
population through the year 2010. 
Citizens Utilities was granted an al­ 
location because of an error in the 
original allocation order. “ We thought 
Wheeling and Mount Prospect had ap­ 
plied for that water, but they hadn’t,” 
a spokesman said. 
The 
water 
company 
serves 
the 
northeast portion of Mount Prospect, 
portions of Prospect Heights and unin­ 
corporated Wheeling Township. It also 
-me Daily 


provides 
water 
to 
the 
Waycinden 
Park area near Des Plaines. 
THE STATE said Citizens Utilities 
can begin using lake water as early 
as 1979 if it has a way to get the wa­ 
ter to its customers. In 1979 it will be 
entitled to 2.801 cubic feet per second, 
with that amount increasing to 2.908 
in 1980. 


The revised allocation order now 
goes to the lake County Circuit Court 
where legal challenges have delayed 
implementation of the order. 
“We are currently scheduled to 
come before Judge VanDeusen Oct. 
18,” said Don Vonnahme, acting direc­ 
tor of IDOT's Division of Water Re­ 
sources. 


Vonnahme said it is important the 
judge remove a stay of execution 
placed on the April allocation order. 
“ If we continue to delay, no one can 
do any definite planning,” Vonnahme 
said, noting communities that need 
the water want to begin pipeline con­ 
struction as soon as possible. 
THE EIGHT Northwest suburban 
communities 
receiving lake water al­ 
locations in the April order include 
Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates, Roll­ 


ing Meadows, 
Elk 
Grove 
Village, 
Mount Prospect, Palatine and Buffalo 
Grove. All currently are developing 
plans for a pipeline to the area. 
IDOT Sec. John Kramer said many 
parties may be unhappy with the re- 
“There will always be more evi- 
vised order. 
dence, and no order by the depart­ 
ment will ever be acceptable to all 
the parties,” Kram er said. “ However, 
a system atic allocation based on prov­ 
en needs must be implemented now to 
prevent immediate water shortages in 
certain areas of the region.” 
Once the order is accepted by the 
court, the state will be able to consid­ 
er new’ requests for water based on 
changed circumstances or new evi­ 
dence. The state also is working to 
change the formula that limits Illi­ 
nois’ diversion from the lake to 3,200 
cubic feet per second. 
THE DIVERSION limit, set by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, currently re­ 
quires the state to include in that di­ 
version the 
maximum 
runoff that 
would have flowed into the lake if the 
Chicago River had not been reversed.

Court OKs N.Y. Concorde Iundiii{;s 


Noting “the hour is at hand,” the U.S. 2nd Circuit Court of 
Appeals Thursday gave its approval to a tryout of the Anglo- 
French supersonic Concorde jet at New York's Kennedy Airport. 
The three-judge court agreed with a lower court decision to lift the 
ban imposed 18 months ago on the operations of the jet at Kennedy 
by the Port Authority of New York and New Jersey, which oper­ 
ates the airport. British Aii^vays welcomed the decision and said it 
could begin commercial service with Air France “perhaps around 
the second half of November.” The two airlines are joint sponsors 
of the plane. 
House hacks neutron bomb study 


The House Thursday overwhelmingly endorsed research into a 
neutron weapon that kills people but does not destroy property. 
The decision came on a 297-109 defeat of an amendment that would 
have banned such research by the Energ>’ Research and Devel­ 
opment Administration. The House went on to pass the ERDA bill, 
330-78, and sent it to the Senate. President Carter asked for the 
research authority, stating he would decide after further study 
whether to propose development of the weapon. 
Democrats who stood togetlier in opposition to such past arma­ 
ment controversies as the B-1 bomber split on the neutron issue 
with 176 voting against the amendment authoried by Rep. Tlieo- 
dore Weiss, D-N.Y. Republicans w’ere in nearly solid opposition to 
Weiss, with only 10 voting in his favor. The weapon can be devel­ 
oped as a warhead on an artillery shell or carried as a bomb.

Soviet space station in orbit 


The Soviet Union Thursday fired a space station into orbit, 
prompting speculation that the Russians planned a new manned 
space flight to coincide with the 20th anniversary of the first vSput- 
nik next week. The new space station, Salyut 6, replaces the Sal>mt 
5 station which fell out of orbit and burned up on re-entry August 8 
after less than 14 months in space. Launching of the new Salyut 
fueled speculation that the Soviets may be preparing another man­ 
ned orbital flight in connection with the 20th anniversary of the 
Soviet space program Oct. 4 or the Nov. 7 celebrations of the 60th 
anniversary of the Russian revolution. 


Iran admits cholera ejiidemic 


Iran Thursday admitted a “cholera tv-pe” disease has reached 
epidemic proportions in the Tehran area, afflicting nearly 1,500 
persons and killing 47. A Health Ministry statement said the dis­ 
ease, cahed El Tor, also had hit other parts of the country. It said 
1,492 cases had been confirmed in the capital and a nearby tovm.

Cliicago’s teachei's receive greater 
pay rewards at lower levels of addi­ 
tional education, and the net result is 
they are not as encouraged to contin­ 
ue their eductions, Tomchek said. 
But in the Northwest suburban high 
school districts, top salaries are con­ 
siderably higher than Chicago’s. 
TOP PAY FOR A Chicago teacher 
is $23,775 "with a doctorate degree and 
15 years’ experienc*e. 
High School Dist. 207 teachers can 
receive $25,400 after 20 years, with a 
master's and considerably more edu­ 


cation, or a doctorate. 
Top pay in High School Dist. 211 is 
$24,438, while the teacher receiving 
the highest salary in High School Dist. 
214 would get $25,586 — «11 higher 
than in Chicago. 
Tlie average 1977-78 Chicago teach­ 
er’s salary is $17,195 with a bachelor's 
degree and eight years’ experience. 
But Northwest suburban averages 
may be higher because suburban 
teaching staffs stay longer, said an 
lEA spokesman. Clay Marquardt. 
Suburban districts also are finding 
that the oversupply of teachers en­ 
ables them to have lower base pays, 
but concentrate on rewarding teach­ 
ers who stay on, teacher representa­ 
tives say. 
Jom Modec, president of the Arling­ 
ton Teacher’s Assn.

Progress in treating 
child leukemia told 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Cancer re­ 
searchers Thursday reported major 
progress in treating the most common 
form of cliildhood leukemia. During 
the pa.st 15 years therapy has reached 
tlio |x>lni w’here d<K’toi'S cautiously 
tidk of cures in some cases. 
“'riie former attitude of pessimism 
aiul fatali.sm ha.s* been replaced by a 
no(e of IkqKi ajul o|)timLsm,” said Dr. 
Donald Pinkel, of the Medical College 
ol Wi.sr<MLs|ji, at a national conference 
on leukemias and lymphoma.s. 


He saul acute lymphocytic leukemia, 
tJie ty|)e of cancer of tlie blood-form­ 
ing li.s.sues (hat accounts for most Icu- 
k e in i a in children. vva.s almost 
uniformly fatal 20 or 30 years ago. It 
strikes about 1,500 American youiig- 
stei*s amiually. 


NOW, MORE 'THAN half of cliildren 
with the disease who ai'e Heate<l with 
modem techniques using powerful 
drugs and radiation ai'e alive and well 
and free of all evidence of leukemia 
for periods up to 10 years. 


Dr. Joseph Simone of Stanford Uni­ 
versity, said some of his patients at 
St. Jude Children’s Research Hospital 
in Memphis, which he recently left to 
go to Stanford, liave gone through 
high school and college and several 
have married and produced normal 
offspring. 
“It is no longer controversial to 
state that a significant proportion of 
children witli acute lymphocytic leu­ 
kemia can attain long-term, leukemia- 


free survival and, possibly, cure,” 
Simone said. 
Specialists 
emphasized, 
however, 
that much has yet to be learned about 
leukemia and why it is that some 
patients fail to respond significantly 
to the latest forms of treatment. The 
drugs and radiation used to treat leu­ 
kemic children also produce adverse 
side effects and occasionally per­ 
manent harm. 


PINKL:L SAID it was important 
that children with leukemia receive 
treatment in major cancer centers 
which ai’e aware of recent devel­ 
opments and which can deal with 
drug reactions. 
Dr. Vincent DeVita, director of can­ 
cer ti’eatment at the National Cancer 
Institute in Washington, said one of 
the most significant results of the ad­ 
vances in treating childhood leukemia 
is that they demonstrate “that we in 
fact can cure cancer with drugs.”

British Airways welcomed the decision and said it 
could begin commercial sendee with Air France “perhaps around 
the second half of November.” The two airlines are joint sponsors 
of the plane. 
House backs neutron bomb study

The House Thursday overwhelmingly endorsed research into a 
neutron weapon that kills people but does not destroy property. 
The decision came on a 297-109 defeat of an amendment that would 
have banned such research by the Energy Research and Devel­ 
opment Administration. The House went on to pass the ERDA bill, 
330-78, and sent it to the Senate. President Carter asked for the 
research authority, stating he would decide after further study 
whether to propose development of the weapon. 
Democrats who stood together in opposition to such past arma­ 
ment controversies as the B-l bomber split on the neutron issue 
with 176 voting against the amendment authoried by Rep. Theo­ 
dore Weiss, D-N.Y. Republicans were in nearly solid opposition to 
Weiss, with only IO voting in his favor. The weapon can be devel­ 
oped as a warhead on an artillery shell or carried as a bomb.

Soviet space station iii orbit 


The Soviet Union Thursday fired a space station into orbit, 
prompting speculation that the Russians planned a new manned 
space flight to coincide with the 20th anniversary of the first Sput­ 
nik next week. The new space station, Salvut 6, replaces the Salyut 
5 station which fell out of orbit and burned up on re-entry August 3 
after less than 14 months in space. Launching of the new Salyut 
fueled speculation that the Soviets may be preparing another man­ 
ned orbital flight in connection with the 20th anniversary of the 
Soviet space program Oct. 4 or the Nov. 7 celebrations of the 60th 
anniversary of the Russian revolution.

Progress in treating 
child leukemia told 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Cancer re­ 
searchers Thursday reported major 
progress in treating the most common 
form of childhood leukemia. During 
the past 15 years therapy has reached 
the }K)int where dolors cautiously 
talk of cures in some cases. 
“ l’hc former attitude of pessimism 
and fatalism has been replaced by a 
note of hope and optimism,’* said Dr. 
Donald Pinkel, of the Medical College 
of Wisconsin, at a national conference 
on leukemias and lymphomas. 


Ile said acute lymphocytic leukemia, 
Hie type of cancer of Hie blood-form­ 
ing tissues that accounts for most leu- 
k o rn i a in children, was almost 
uniformly fatal 20 or 30 years ago. It 
strikes about 1,500 American young­ 
sters aiuiually. 


NOW, MORE THAN half of children 
with the disease who are treated with 
modern techniques using powerful 
drugs and radiation are alive and well 
and free of all evidence of leukemia 
for periods up to IO years. 


Dr. Joseph Simone of Stanford Uni­ 
versity, said some of his patients at 
St. Jude Children’s Research Hospital 
in Memphis, which he recently left to 
go to Stanford, have gone through 
high school and college and several 
have married and produced normal 
offspring. 
“It is no longer controversial to 
state that a significant proportion of 
children wiUi acute lymphocytic leu­ 
kemia can attain long-term, leukemia- 


free survival and, possibly, cure,” 
Simone said. 
Specialists 
emphasized, 
however, 
that much has yet to be learned about 
leukemia and why it is that some 
patients fail to respond significantly 
to the latest forms of treatment. The 
drugs and radiation used to treat leu­ 
kemic children also produce adverse 
side effects and occasionally per­ 
manent harm. 


PINKEL SAID it was important 
that children with leukemia receive 
treatment in major cancer centers 
which aie aware of recent devel­ 
opments and which can deal with 
drug reactions. 
Dr. Vincent DeVita, director of can­ 
cer treatment at the National Cancer 
Institute in Washington, said one of 
the most significant results of the ad­ 
vances in treating childhood leukemia 
is that they demonstrate “that we in 
fact can cure cancer with drugs.”

Lobby ing needs 
stronger rules 


Whenev er the legislature is in 
session, members of the Illinois 
(ieneral Assembly are deluged 
with lobby ists representing v ari­ 
ous special interest groups. 
In addition to the lobby ists 
employ ed by business and labor 
groups, there is a substantial 
number of lobby ists who are 
paid by local gov ernments with 
tax pay er’s money . 


Municipalities, 
park districts 
and school districts find it neces­ 
sary to band together to pay lob­ 
by ists to look after their inter­ 
ests in Springfield. Some local 
gov ernments belong to sev eral 
organizations which hire lobby ­ 
ists; still others employ \heir 
own “ legislativ e liaisons'’ who 
lobby in Springfield. 


Despite the fact the ex istence 
of tax -paid lobby ists is openly 
acknowledged, the laws regu­ 
lating them and other lobby ists 
are weak and seldom enforced. 
The state Lobby ist Registra­ 
tion Act requires lobby ists to 
register and report ex penditures 
they make in an effort to in­ 
fluence legislation. Howev er, of

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more than 430 lobby ists regis­ 
tered under the act. only 47 re­ 
port ex penditures. 
In addition, tliere is no law re­ 
quiring lobby ists employ ed by 
local 
units 
of gov ernment to 
make ov er-all budgets public. As 
a result, organizations such as 
the Illinois Assn. of School Ad­ 
ministrators can decline to pro­ 
v ide information on salaries of 
their employ es. 


What is clearly required is 
stricter enforcement of the pre­ 
sent lobby ist registration law to 
ensure full disclosure of activ i­ 
ties of all lobby ists, both priv ate 
and public. 


In 
addition, 
new 
laws 
are 
needed to ex tend the regulation 
of those lobby ists who are paid 
with 
public 
f u n d s. 
Clearly , 
the public should hav e as much 
a c c e s s 
to 
public 
lobby ists’ 
records as they hav e to budgets 
of local gov ernments who pay 
their salaries. 


Some legislators hav e ad\o- 
cated going ev en further in regu­ 
lating pubhc lobby ists by pro­ 
hibiting tliem from doing any 
more than prov iding informa­ 
tion. State Sen. Roger Sommer, 
R-Pekin, for ex ample, suggests 
t h a t p u b 1 i c-paid lobby ists 
shouldn’t be buy ing dinner and 
drinks for legislators. 


Sommer may hav e a point, but 
it is also true that local gov ern­ 
ments need effectiv e representa­ 
tion in Springfield to prev ent the 
legislature from enacting pro­ 
grams that end up costing local 
tax pay ers money . 


The important thing, at least 
for now, is to require disclosure 
of public lobby ists’ 
activ ities. 
After that, the public and leg is­ 
lators can judge whether their 
methods should be restricted.

Lobbying needs 
stronger rules 


Influence legislation for governmental unit! Salaries, expenses secret! 


Taxpayers fo o t the bill! 
Comment on library vote 


Whenever the legislature is in 
session, members of the Illinois 
General Assembly are deluged 
with lobbyists representing vari­ 
ous special interest groups. 
In addition to the lobbyists 
employed by business and labor 
groups, there is a substantial 
number of lobbyists who are 
paid by local governments with 
taxpayer’s money. 


Municipalities, park districts 
and school districts find it neces­ 
sary to band together to pay lob­ 
byists to look after their inter­ 
ests in Springfield. Some local 
governments belong to several 
organizations which hire lobby­ 
ists; 
still others employ Iheir 
own “legislative liaisons” who 
lobby in Springfield. 


Despite the fact the existence 
of tax-paid lobbyists is openly 
acknowledged, the laws regu­ 
lating them and other lobbyists 
are weak and seldom enforced. 
The state Lobbyist Registra­ 
tion Act requires lobbyists to 
register and report expenditures 
they make in an effort to in­ 
fluence legislation. However, of

Some legislators have advo­ 
cated going even further in regu­ 
lating public lobbyists by pro­ 
hibiting them from doing any 
more than providing informa­ 
tion. State Sen. Roger Sommer, 
R-Pekin, for example, suggests 
t h a t 
p u b I i c-paid lobbyists 
shouldn’t be buying dinner and 
drinks for legislators. 


Sommer m ay have a point, but 
it is also true that local govern­ 
ments need effective representa­ 
tion in Springfield to prevent the 
legislature from enacting pro­ 
grams that end up costing local 
taxpayers money. 


The important thing, at least 
for now, is to require disclosure 
of public lobbyists’ 
activities. 
After that, the public and legis­ 
lators can judge whether their 
methods should be restricted. 


To add a little zip to West 
Point life, the committee recom­ 
mends a winning football team, 
sex education courses and an 
easing of the traditional fresh­ 
man hazing.

Library Board referendum , which is 
scheduled for Saturday, if approved 
by the voters, would saddle the vil­ 
lage homeowners with more and more 
taxes. 


The money is needed to bail out the 
new library from its financial mire, 
which in my opinion was created by 
the ineptness of the original planners. 
The library board and the leadership 
of the previous village administration 
should have provided for these needs 
when issuing the first bonds. 


The referendum is in two parts. In 
the first part it is asking to increase 
the present tax rate of 15 cents to 28.4 
cents — almost double — {>er $100 as­ 
sessed valuation of property. This 
money would be used to support the 
operational budget. In the second part 
it asks the voters to approve a bond 
issue in the amount of $050,000 for the 
purchase of books and other m ate­ 
rials. 


Let's examine the first part. To be 
fair to yourself and the other resi­ 
dents as a whole, you must under­ 
stand the ballot in term s of dollars. 
Get before you the 1975 and 1976 tax 
bills, and compare the assessed valu­ 
ation of your property for those two 
years. Suppose the figure on the 1975 
tax bill is $10,000. Multiply this figure 
by IS per cent. The result will be $15, 
the amount you have l)ecn paying an­ 
nually to maintain and operate the li­ 
brary. That is the old rate. 
Now figure out the new’ rate of 23.4 
per cent per $100 of assessed valu­ 
ation. Use 1976 tax bill figure. Re­ 
member how* much your 1976 taxes 
have 
skyrocketed: 
your 
assessed 
valuation figure may have risen from 
$10,000 to $12,500. Multiply this in­ 
creased figure by 0.284 and divide the 
product by IOO. The result is $35.50. 
This figure will be the amount you 
would have to pay in library taxes if 
the 
referendum 
is 
approved. 
Not 
“only about $11 more per year,” as 
the “Citizens for the Library” tell you 
in their brochure, but $20.50 more per 
year. The larger your assessment fig­ 
ure, tho more you will pay. 
Now for the second part of the ref­ 
erendum. If approved, it would add 
another $8 to $12 to your library tax 
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bill, or total of about S47 per year 
based on the above figures. And keep 
in mind that these figures will climb 
upward year by year. 


If you want your taxes to skyrocket, 
vote YES. and if you want to keep 
your taxes in line, vote NO — on both 
issues on October I.

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Carter puts Vietnam 
relations on back burner

A promising start toward “ normalizing” relations with Vietnam 
was followed by an apparent negotiating stalemate. Now the Car­ 
ter administration seems to have placed Vietnam on the back 
burner among its foreign-policy concerns. 


In the latest development, a joint U. S. State Department and 
Defense Department team are to fly to Hanoi today to collect the 
remains of 22 American servicemen who were killed in the Indo- 
China war. But the trip is not expected to produce any break­ 
throughs in U. S.-Vietnam relations. And the way in which 
State Department officials referred to it is indicative of the degree 
to which the Carter administration has “ downgraded” its attempts 
to establish full diplomatic relations with the Vietnamese. 


“ IT ’S A SMALL EVENT in what seems to be an increasingly 
small area of policy,” said one State Department official, alluding 
to the departure of the joint mission to Hanoi, which will be head­ 
ed by Frank A. Sieverts. 
Sieverts is the State Department’s deputy coordinator for prison­ 
er-of-war and missing-in-action matters. 


American officials disagree with newspaper reporters’ use of the 
words “ stalemate” and “ deadlock” to describe the current status 
of attempts to establish full relations with Vietnam. But the offi­ 
cial did admit to the “ absence of any progress for the moment.” 
No date or place has been set for a resumption of the two rounds 
of talks which were conducted in Paris with the Vietnamese by 
Assistant Secretary of State Richard Holbrooke in May and June. 


The main reason given by U.S. officials for this situation is that the 
Vietnamese are Insisting on economic aid as a “ precondition” for 
the establishment of relations. The officials argue that the U.S. is 
iHider no obligation to give aid and that anything that looked even 
vaguely like war “ reparations” would never get past the U.S. 
Congress. 


RUT OTHER CONDITIONS have contributed to a “ do\\m- 
grading” of Vietnam on the list of administration priorities (and it 
was never terribly high on that list to begin with). 
First, it is one of those issues that would cost President Carter 
some of his “ political capital,” and he is certain now to have to 
dip neavily into that account in the Congress to secure ratification 
of the Panama Canal Treaties. 


Second, there is a growing feeling in the administration that the 
Vietnamese need a “ normalization” of relations more than the 
United States does. 
And finally, once the decision was made not to push forcefully 
this year for full diplomatic relations with the People’s Republic of 
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China, is followed that no big push would be made to establish 
relations with Vietnam. 


“ TH ER E’S JUST NO question that China is leagues ahead of 
Vietnam in terms of priority,” one U.S. official said. 


Rut the administration does not appear to be completely united 
on the Vietnam issue. The U.S. Ambassador to the United Nations, 
Andrew Young, ignored State Department advice recently when he 
made a warm statement of praise for Vietnam’s “ independenc 
struggle” upon the occasion of Vietnam’s entry into the United 
Nations. 


State Department officials would have preferred a more re­ 
strained statement. And some of them fear that Young may raise 
unfulfilled expectations about the futiu'e of U.S.-Vietnam relations, 
just as they feel he Carter administration’s first mission to 
Hanoi, earlier this year, raised expectations which are yet to be 
fulfilled. 


THAT MISSION, headed by Leonard Woodcock, now the U.S. 
envoy to Peking, did succeed, however, in opening negotiations for 
an eventual resumption of diplomatic relations. 


The next step in the negotiating process is likely to be a meeting 
in New York between U.S. Secretary of State Cjmus R. Vance and 
Vietnamese Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy Trinh, who came to 
New York for the opening of the United Nations General Assemb­ 
ly. The current State-Defense Department mission to Hanoi is to 
be li.mited to a visit of fewer than eight hours to the Vietnamese 
capital and is not expected to include any negotiations.

A promising start toward “ normalizing” relations with Vietnam 
was followed by an apparent negotiating stalemate. Now the Car­ 
ter administration seems to have placed Vietnam on the back 
burner among its foreign-policy concerns. 


In the latest development, a joint U. S. State Department and 
Defense Department team are to fly to Hanoi today to collect the 
remains of 22 American servicemen who were killed in the Indo­ 
china war. But the trip is not expected to produce any break­ 
throughs in U. S.-Vietnam relations. And the way in which 
State Department officials referred to it is indicative of the degree 
to which the Carter administration has “ downgraded” its attempts 
to establish full diplomatic relations with the Vietnamese. 


“ IT ’S A SMALL EVEN T in what seems to be an increasingly 
small area of policy,” said one State Department official, alluding 
to the departure of the joint mission to Hanoi, which will be head­ 
ed by Frank A. Sieverts. 
Sieverts is the State Department’s deputy coordinator for prison­ 
er-of-war and missing-in-action matters. 


American officials disagree with newspaper reporters’ use of the 
words “ stalemate” and “ deadlock” to describe the current status 
of attempts to establish full relations with Vietnam. But the offi­ 
cial did admit to the “ absence of any progress for the moment.” 
No date or place has been set for a resumption of the two rounds 
of talks which were conducted in Paris with the Vietnamese by 
Assistant Secretary of State Richard Holbrooke in May and June. 


The main reason given by U.S. officials for this situation is that the 
Vietnamese are insisting on economic aid as a “ precondition” for 
the establishment of relations. The officials argue that the U.S. is 
under no obligation to give aid and that anything that looked even 
vaguely like war “ reparations” would never get past the U.S. 
Congress. 


RUT OTHER CONDITIONS have contributed to a “ down­ 
grading” of Vietnam on the list of administration priorities (and it 
was never terribly high on that list to begin with). 
First, it is one of those issues that would cost President Carter 
some of his “ political capital,” and he is certain now to have to 
dip neavily into that account in the Congress to secure ratification 
of the Panama Canal Treaties. 


Second, there is a growing feeling in the administration that the 
Vietnamese need a “ normalization” of relations more than the 
United States does. 
And finally, once the decision was made not to push forcefully 
this year for full diplomatic relations with the People’s Republic of 
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China, is followed that no big push would be made to establish 
relations with Vietnam. 


“ TH ER E’S JUST NO question that China is leagues ahead of 
Vietnam in terms of priority,” one U.S. official said. 


Rut the administration does not appear to be completely united 
on the Vietnam issue. The U.S. Ambassador to the United Nations, 
Andrew Young, ignored State Department advice recently when he 
made a warm statement of praise for Vietnam’s “ independenc 
struggle” upon the occasion of Vietnam’s entry into the United 
Nations. 


State Department officials would have preferred a more re­ 
strained statement. And some of them fear that Young may raise 
unfulfilled expectations about the future of U.S.-Vietnam relations, 
just as they feel he Carter administration's first mission to 
Hanoi, earlier this year, raiser! expectations which are yet to be 
fulfilled. 


THAT MISSION, headed by Leonard Woodcock, now the U.S. 
envoy to Peking, did succeed, however, in opening negotiations for 
an eventual resumption of diplomatic relations. 


The next step in the negotiating process is likely to be a meeting 
in New York between U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance and 
Vietnamese Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy Trinh, who came to 
New York for the opening of the United Nations General Assemb­ 
ly. The current State-Defense Department mission to Hanoi is to 
be limited to a visit of fewer than eight hours to the Vietnamese 
capital and is not expected to include any negotiations.

Furthermore, the cycle of frosts in 
Brazil indicates that next year will be one of ex­ 
treme danger, with a high probability of another 
crop-killing frost.”

The President of Newport News Shipbuilding Inc. 
said Thursday the United Steelworkers of America 
union is resonsible for widespread layoffs in the steel 
industry. "The domestic steel indusury is no longer 
competitive,” John P. Diesel told the Independent 
Peninsula Shipbuilders Assn., which represents 19,000 
producton and maintenance employes. At least

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Families save despite inflation 


NEW YORK - 
If your personal 
cost of living is so high that you can’t 
save money, you m ay assume that ev­ 
eryone else is in the same boat. But in 
fact they’re not. Kiplinger’s personal- 
finance magazine, Changing Times, 
recently surveyed its readers and 
found that the overwhelming m ajority 
managed to save or invest on a regu­ 
lar schedule. 
As you might expect, the highest 
num bers of nonsavers were among 
families making less than $10,000. But 
even in that bracket, 76 per cent man­ 
aged to put away at least something. 
Twenty-one per cent saved between 
$50 and $100 a month, and 31 per cent, 
more than $100. 
Of families making between $10,000 
and $15,000, 88 per cent made regular 
contributions to savings. In the $15,000 
to $20,000 group, the portion of savers 
rose to 93 per cent. Of the latter 
group, 30 per cent reported that they 
were able to put away $200 a month 
or more. 
SUBSCRIBERS to Changing Times 
have a special interest in getting the 
most for their money, so they’re prob­ 
ably more inclined that others to give 
savings a high priority. But what it 
shows is that regular savings are pos­ 
sible for middle-income families, even 
in these inflationary times. 
There are three areas in personal 
finance, however, where even the 
money-wise m ake m istakes and the 
respondents 
to 
Kiplinger’s 
survey 
were no exception. 
First, they tended to keep substan­ 
tial sums in bank accounts, not in high 
interest term accounts or savings cer­ 
tificates, but plain old passbook sav­ 
ings. Few young people had large sav­ 
ings, but by age 35-44, 22 per cent had 
passbook savings of $10,000 or more; 
by age 55-64, that portion rose to 46 
per cent. Among lower and lower-

middle income people, all or more of 
their savings were in this form. 
Passbook savings are good for spe­ 
cial purchases (like a vacation) or 
emergencies (like a job 
layoff, 
or 
medical bills not covered by insur­ 
ance). But for most working people a 
cash reserve of more than $10,000 
seems unnecessarily large. The most 
you can earn on that money is 5 per 
cent (in a commercial bank) to 6 per 
cent (in a credit union). But if, in­ 
stead, you bought a savings certifi­ 
cate from a bank or savings and loan, 
you could earn as much as l lk or 7'JA 
per cent on the same money. 
A SECOND POINT is that 90 per 


cent of the single people in the Kipl- 
inger survey carried life insurance. 
Many have only a small amount, but 
others have quite sizable coverage, lf 
you have no dependents, you might 
think twice about whether you really 
need life insurance. For your own per­ 
sonal security, a better plan might be 
to split the payment between dis­ 
ability insurance (for income in case 
you become unable to work) and bank 
savings. 


Third, 
people 
strongly 
preferred 
common stocks to mutual funds, sug­ 
gesting greater confidence in 
their 
own stock-picking abilities than in 
those of professional money man­ 
agers. Granted, a lot of mutual funds 
•haven’t done well over the past IO 
years. But ifs mainly because the 
m arket was bad, not because fund 
managers are a bunch of dummies.

NEW YORK ( U P I ) — Stocks, pro* 
pelled by a better-than-expected 0.8 
per cent rise in the U.S. Commerce 
Dept. August economic indicators, 
scared a solid gain Thursday in active 
trading. 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 
which fell 1.13 points to a 21-month 
low Wednesday, climbed 5.37 points to 
840.09. Analysts said the Dow’, which 
is down nearly 170 points so far this 
year, was helped by bargain hunters 
and large investors adjusting their 
portfolios for the fourth quarter. 


The Commerce Dept, report which 
sparked the rally also showed a 0.2 
per cent July gain instead of the 0.2 
per cent decline originally reported. 
The index slipped in May and June. 
U.S. Treasury Sec. W. Michael Blu- 
menthal said the report was “encour­ 
aging.” 


So was a McGraw-Hill survey show­ 
ing a 46 per cent surge in August con­ 
struction. Blumenthal predicted the 
economy, measured by the gross na­ 
tional product, would rise 5 per cent 
next year. 
As a result, the New York Sock Ex­ 
change common stock index rose 0.30 
to 52.44 and the average price of a 
share increased by 18 cents. Standard 
& Poor’s 500-stock index jumped 0.54 
to 95.85. 
Advances topped declines, 859 to 
483, among the 1,841 issues crossing 
the composite tape. 
Big Board volume totaled 21,160,000 
shares, up from the 17,960,000 traded 
Wednesday. 
Prices were higher in moderate 
trading of American Stock Exchange 
and over-the-counter issues.

Carter rejects steel import curbs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 
Carter Thursday ruled out protection­ 
ist legislation to curb steel imports, 
adding he does not fully accept in­ 
dustry’s claim that imports and pollu­ 
tion controls are causing steel layoffs. 
Carter, nonetheless, left open the 
possibility that he may provide some 
help for the nations ailing steel 
industry. Thousands of workers have 
been laid off in recent weeks. 
Industry officials were disappointed 
by the President’s statement. “We 
regret that the President indicated 
that he would not take any immediate 
action in the trade area,” said a 
spokesman for the American Iron and 
Steel Institute. 
Layoffs have increased pressure on 
Carter to impose quotas or higher tar­ 
iffs on steel imports, which now com­ 
prise nearly 20 per cent of the domes­ 
tic market. The industry has blamed 
the layoffs on imports and costly pol­ 
lution controls. 
CARTER SAID at a news confer­ 
ence he does not completely accept 
that argument. He said the problems 
in the steel industry are “chronic,” 
and added: “I would not be willing to 
lay all the blame on imports.” 
He said many U.S. steel mills are 
outdated and their chief foreign com­ 


petitors in Japan and West Germany 
must comply with similar environ­ 
mental controls — “which I certainly 
would not change.” 


“I don’t think any basic changes 
need to be made in our import laws or 
in the national statutes,” Carter said, 
apparently ruling out quotas or higher 
tariffs. Rut he hinted he might seek 
voluntary restraints from steel impor­ 


tant countries as was done recently 
for the U.S. television industry. 


Carter also said he expects to re­ 
ceive a report in the next few weeks 
from an interdepartmental task force 
that has been studying the steel prob­ 
lem. He promised then to meet with 
labor and management leaders of the 
industry and congressional members 
representing steelmaking areas.

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Businesses use computer 
to answer customer letters

NEW YORK (UPI) — When you are 
angry — or pleased — enough to sit 
down to wTite to a company about a 
product or service, the answer you 
get could come straight from a com­ 
puter. 
And it could be more to the point, 
more polite and mare prompt than an 
individually composed reply. 
How does it happen that a computer 
can be trained to answer a big com­ 
pany’s consumer correspondence bet­ 
ter than real live people? 
THERE ARE several answers, ac­ 
cording to Bowne Time Sharing Co. of 
New York. For one thing, the comput­ 
er doesn't get tired or irritated. It 
sticks religiously to its job of telling 
the consumer exactly what he wants 
to know and doing it in a pleasant 
way. 
Bowne gave an example from a 
job it does for Best Foods division of 
CPC International Inc. of Englewood 
CUffs, N.J. 
Best Foods gets about 2,000 letters a 
month from users of its products. 
Barbara Nappi, the consumer rela­ 
tions manager, has to answer these 
letters and the company wants them 
answered within 48 hours if possible. 
It’s done by means of time on one of 
Bowne's computers in which a collec­ 
tion of 370 carefully preplanned letters 
is stored. 
Before turning to Bowne, Best 
Foods used automatic typewriters for 
this job with pre-programmed tapes 
resembling player-piano rolls. But 
t h a t system wasn’t nearly fast 
enough. It sometimes took up to three 
weeks to answer a letter. The Bowne 
computer not only does it in the 48 
hours but requires only one half-time 
operator against two full time for the 
older system. 
THE PERSON answering a letter 
doesn't have to compose a reply, but 
generally just selects from a working 
manual the appropriate letter to ans­ 
wer the customer’s query. 
These letters, however, are stored 
as individual paragraphs, composed 
at leisure and carefully considered 
and revised by various executives 
long before they go into the computer. 
The correspondence staff, therefore, 
is not limited to the format letters but 
can substitute specific paragraphs 
from the computer bank if necessary. 
“We consider it essential that we 
understand each consumer letter and 
the answer we plan specifically re­ 
sponds to the questions raised,” Miss 
Nappi explained. 
Once a correspondence specialist 
has considered the questions raised in 
a consumer letter, an individual in- 


struction sheet is filled out specifying

Ali’s crown battered but victorious

NEW YORK (U PI) -- Muhammad 
Ali barely saved his world heavy­ 
weight championship Thursday night 
when he staved off a late charge by 
Eamie Shavers and almost knocked 
out the challenger in the 15th round to 
score another controversial unani­ 
mous decision. 
The crowd of 14,613 booed the deci­ 
sion of the officials, who gave AU a 
better break than he seemed to de­ 
serve. Eva Shain, the first woman to 
score a championship fight, and offi­ 
cial Tony Castellano both had Ali win­ 
ning nine rounds to Shavers’ si.x, 
while referee John LoBianco ad Ali 
9-5-1. U PI scored it 8-6-1 for Ali. 
Ali, who lost the 13th and 14th 
rounds to the inspired fourth-ranked 
slugger, staggered Shavers in the fi­ 
nal round with punishing lefts and 
rights to the head. Shavers stayed on 
his feet by sheer will-power to the end 
and Ali’s cornermen jumped with joy 
and relief at the decision. 


ALI. WHO NOW HAS been pressed 
to go 15 rounds in six of his last nine 
fights, had much more of a struggle 
than he bargained for to earn his $3 
million purse and far more than the 
officials’ cards would indicate. 
Ali went down from a push by Sha­ 
vers and wetness on the canvas in the 
14th round and the referee ruled it 
was a slip while the timekeeper 
stopped his count at two. 
Ali moved away, but Shavers«hurt 
him with a solid right to the head and 
the champion could barely cover up 
at the bell when Shavers hit him twice 
more in the head. 
There were no knockdowns in the 
fight, but that took nothing away from 
the most exciting Ali bout since his 
“ thrilla in Manila” with Joe Frazier. 


First woman judge at title fight 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Eva Shain 
became the first woman to judge a 
w o r l d heavyweight championship 
fight Thursday night when she offici­ 
ated at the Muhammad Ali-Earnie 
Shavers title bout at Madison Square 
Garden. 
Shain, who wouldn’t reveal her age 
but admitted she was about to become 


The figkt was nowhere near the 
battle of that third bout with Frazier, 
but it was the only time since that Ali 
seemed in serious trouble. 


SHAVERS CAUGHT Ali with an 
overhead right to the cheek 45 sec­ 
onds into the 13th round, but Ali push­ 
ed him away and danced around the 
ring. Shavers caught up to him in a 
neutral comer and connected with an­ 
other right. 


Ali looked worried late in the 13th 
when Shavers hit him with a rare 
combination and followed with a loop­ 
ing right that rocked Ali in his comer. 
Shavers’ greatest problem was his 
inability to put together successful 
combinations, relying instead on the 
awesome power that kayoed 52 pre­ 
vious victims. 
Ali suffered a slight redness on his 
nose in the second round, but Shavers 
received the only cut of the fight in 
the 10th when blood trickled from his 
nose, and the wound was reopened in 
the 12th by a quick combination. Ali 
then battered the challengers’ shaven

came close. 
Shavers ripped a hard right to Ali’s 
cheek at the start of the seventh, but 
the champion was not hurt. Ali threat­ 
ened his right-handed “ bolo’’ punch 
while keeping his left harmlessly in 
Shavers’ face. Shavers landed a left 
to Ali’s temple and them came across 
the ring and connected with a round­ 
house right to Ali’s chin, one of many 
wild punches Shavers threw.

Roberts ran all aspects of the annual spring event, the first of 
the four major tourneys each year, with iron-fisted control. But 
Jack Nicklaus said on being informed of his death, “Mr. Roberts 
set the tone for tournament golf wdth his Masters. The standard 
and quality with which he conducted the blasters are unmatched 
a n j-w 'tie re .”

Roberts dies on 
course lie loved 


AUGUSTA, Ga. — Clifford Roberts, who helped launch the pres­ 
tigious Masters Golf Tournament 43 years ago and built it into one 
of the top four golf events in the world, committed suicide Thurs­ 
day on the course he loved. 
The body of the 84-year-old Roberts was found near Ike's Pond, 
named after the late President Eisenhower who played the course 
often and had a cottage erected for his use. 
In ill health for several months, Roberts had shot himself in the 
head with a pistol. 
Roberts had stepped down a year ago as chairman of the Mas­ 
ters but continued to direct the Augusta National Golf Club, where 
the tournament is held. 
Roberts ran all aspects of tile annual spring event, the first of 
the four major tourneys each year, with iron-fisted control. But 
Jack Nicklaus said on being informed of his death, “Mr. Roberts 
set the tone for tournament golf with his Masters. The standard 
and quality with which he conducted the Masters are unmatched 
anywhere.” 


Red Sox to be sold for $15 million 


BOSTON —- Haywood Sullivan, who caught for the Boston Red 
Sox two decades ago and former trainer Edward “Buddy” LeRoux 
Thursday announced an agreement for their 13-member group to 
purchase the American League team. 
The sale, for an estimated $15 million, is expected to be finalized 
Oct. 31. He other 13 American League owners must ratify the 
purchase by a three-quarters vote. 
Mrs. Jean Yawkey, one of the three members of a trust which 
has run the duo since the death of her husband Thomas on July 9, 
1976, joined the group as a limited partner after Sullivan and 
LeRoux made their offer on Sept. I. 
“The price was one factor in that decision and the fact that Mrs. 
Yawkey decided to join the group was another,” said trust mem­ 
ber Joseph LaCour Thursday. A noontime news conference was 
held at Fenway Park to announce the impending sale. 
“We have to hammer out a contract for the sale, but for all 
intents it is sold. We do not anticipate any problem,” said LaCour. 


Douglass shakes shun p. fires 60

time — a six-under-par 65 — on Silverado’s South Course Thurs­ 
day for the first-round lead in the $200,000 Classic.

Ziegler and McLendon also played the South Course in the open­ 
ing round for their 67s. Pat Fitzsimons, Gibby Gilbert and Jeff 
Mitchell had 68s on the same course, considered the easier of the 
two at Silverado, while Grier Jones had a 68 on the North Course 
to lay two shots off the lead.

WASHINGTON — John Hannah and Leon Gray, two standout 
offensive linemen who left the New England Patriots in a contract 
dispute, said Thursday they would decide soon whether to return 
to the club, as the NFL's Player-Club Relations Committee sug­ 
gested. 
“I still have the option of'retirement and I'll have to consider 
that,” said Hannah, a 6-foot-2, 265-pound fifth-year guard from Al­ 
bertville, Ala., where his family runs a farming business. 
“My gut feeling is that I want to play football,” said Gray, a 
6-foot-3, 255-pound tackle, also in his fifth year. “But I just want to 
weigh my feelings and look at the whole tiling objectively.” 
If Hannah and Gray don’t return to the team by 5 p.m. next 
Tuesday, the Patriots, under orders from the committee, will be 
forced to place them on the retired list, making them ineligible to 
play in 1977.

They they brought 
in Billy Munson to pester Roman Ga­ 
briel and, w'hen tliat didn't work, they 
brought in John Hadl. Roman left 
them. For Philadelphia. 
Then they brought in James Harris 
to keep Hadl from feeling loved. When 
Hadl left, they brought over Pat Ha- 
den. When Harris left, and before Ha- 
den could get used to the chair, they 
brought in Joe Namath. The Rams are 
like the manager who jerks a starting 
pitcher every time the other guys get 
two loud fouls.

And 
when he rambled through a leaky 
Stanford defense for 103 yards Satur­ 
day, it marked the first plus-100 per­ 
formance by an Illini fullback since 
Steve Greene did it in the 1974 opener. 
1’he span co^'crs 34 games in wliich no 
U of I fullback reached tliree figui'es. 


'I’his is a sad commentary for a 
school that once displayed musclemen 
Ray Nitschke and Bill Brown in the 
fX)wer spot, launched Jim Grabowski 
to two 1,000-plus seasons (1964-65) and 
featured pile-driving Rich Johnson 
shortly thereafter (973 yards in 1968). 


Fullbacks were at the top of Illinois’ 
ground-gaining statistics nine times in 
12 seasons from 1957 tlirough 1968, 
and fullback Mike Navarro was just a

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77 marks return of the fullback 


CHAMPAIGN, 111. — Charlie Weber 
was plenty nervous Sept. IO after­ 
sitting out his sophomore season to 
preserve the year of football eligibil­ 
ity at the Univerity of Illinois. 


On his first carry against Michigan, 
the ball flew wildly out of his arms as 
lie smacked into linebacker Hon Sim­ 
pkins and bounded upfield to Wolve­ 
rine cornerback Mike Jolly. 


“ Yeah, I was nervous,*’ admits the 
blond, lantern-jawed Illini junior full­ 
back from Elgin Larkin High School. 
“ I wasn't even thinking abut fumbl­ 
ing. Then it happened.” 


MICHIGAN QUICKLY capitalized 
for it? second TD in the closing min­ 
utes of the first quarter, erasing a 3-0 
Illini lead and setting a 37-9 runaway 
in motion. 


Weber hasn't fumbled since. And 
when he rambled through a leaky 
Stanford defense for 103 yards Satur­ 
day, it marked the first plus-100 per­ 
formance by an Illini fullback since 
Steve Greene did it in the 1974 opener. 
The span covers 34 games in which no 
U of I fullback reached tliree figures. 


This is a sad commentary for a 
school that once displayed musclemen 
Hay Nitschke and Bill Brown in the 
power spot, launched Jim Grabowski 
to two 1,000-plus seasons (1964-65) and 
featured pile-driving Rich Johnson 
shortly thereafter (973 yards in 1963). 


Fullbacks were at the top of Illinois’ 
ground-gaining statistics nine times in 
12 seasons from 1957 through 1963, 
and fullback Mike Navarro was just a

yard shy of sophomore halfback John 
Wilson, 543 to 542, in 1971. 


But since that time, the fullback has 
fallen from favor in the Illini attack. 
Last year, in a modern low, starting 
fullback Larry Schultz carried just 59 
times in ll games, little more than 
five carries per game or one-plus per 
quarter. 


Gary Moeller, he of the Ohio-Mich- 
igan background, set about the job of 
changing that. 


“ YOU HAVE TO establish the full­ 
back to make the option offense go.” 
said Moeller as six fullback candi­ 


dates lined up for the mid-August pic­ 
ture day. Juniors Weber and Mike 
Collins, the top two last spring, head­ 
ed the sextet, that included junior 
Ravvn Lindsey, sophomore John Bell 
and freshmen John Gillen, the St. Via­ 
tor High School All-Stater, and Wayne 
Strader. 


Weber held his position as Lindsey 
departed, Bell’s knee failed to re­ 
spond, Gillen switched to linebacker 
and Collins sustained a linering head 
injuury. After surviving the opening 
jitters, he and Strader formed a 1-2 
punch with Mark Steger, walkon son 
of former Illini fullback Ruck Steger, 
in the No. 3 slot. 


“ I felt it was a good move to red- 
shirt last year,” said Weber, a pre­ 
med (biology) student who plans to 
be a doctor. 


“ Larry Schulz had had a good 
spring and he was clearly No. I. We 
had plenty of people at the position.” 


Coach Bob Blackman liked Weber's 
speed and determination, and was 
hopeful another year' might beef him 
up to Big Ten proportions. Weber 
hasn't gotten any bigger (he calls his 
listed weight of 198 “ a bit high” ) but 
he is clearly improved. 


“ Sure, there is something magical 
about IOO yards,” he went on. “ We’ve 
made even-one aware of the fullback 
position on this team. Maybe this will 
open it up for the rest of the guys. 


“ We have a balanced offense. We 
need the inside game to open up the 
outside. It works both ways.” 


Loren Tate 


W EBER WAS OPENLY upset about 
the 37-24 loss at Stanford. He was in 
better position than anyone to see the 
weaknesses in the Cardinal defense. 


“ We saw from the Colorado and Tu- 
lane films that we could make the 
tackle trap work against Stanford, 
and it was there right from the start. 
Both of our tackles — Rich Grimmett 
and Dennis Ashlock — did a good job 
blocking it, and Stanford's secondary 
didn t react as fast as some others. I 
think we could have run it all daj*. ” 


As it developed, Illinois set a school 
record for first downs with 27 but fell 
too far behind during a mid-game 
siege of turnovers: interception, fum­ 
bled kickoff return, bobbled scrim­ 
mage run and muffed punt reception. 


“ We beat ourselves,” said Weber. 
“ We need to bounce back this week. 
The mental part of the game is impor­ 
tant. and we need a w in to get set for 
the remainder of the season. Syracuse 
will come in here fired up after beat­ 
ing Washington.*’ Syracuse will arrive 
with a new respect for the Illini full­ 
back spot. The 151 yards gained by 
the Weber-Strader duo put the posi­ 
tion back in the Illini forefront after a 
long absence.

may be nice, long drive 


I have a 1973 Dodge Charger with 
the 318 V-8. My spark plugs foul up at 
approximately 500 to 700 miles, when 
I have to clean them. I use the plugs 
recommended, have 28,000 miles on 
the car and oil consumption is nor­ 
mal. My round trip to work is about 
one mile.

Driving only a half mile to work you 
are not driving enough to warm up 
the engine and the choke isn’t coming 
off, resulting in too rich a mixture. If 
the choke and vacuum kick are prop­ 
erly adjusted, you will just have to 
give that car a good drive at least 
once a week to burn off and clean 
your plugs. A nice drive every Sunday 
would be the best medicine for your 
car. 


I have a 1976 Ford Granada sedan 
with air conditioning. Whenever I 
slow down to 10 miles an hour or less 
and then step on the gas, the car will 
start to buck. It happens on and off on 
certain days. Whenever I ’ve taken it 
back to the dealer, it always runs 
fine. Do you have an answer for this

problem?

You did not say whether you have 
an automatic or manual transmission. 
If it’s a manual transmission, you are 
not down-shifting properly at slow 
speeds.If it is an automatic, first look 
for an internal carburetor problem. 
The needle and seat may be sticking. 
Also have the service manager cheek 
to be sure the automatic is going back 
to low gear at the proper shift points. 
There is a terrible wind noise in our 
1977 Buick, starting at 40 miles an 
hour and getting much worse at 55 on 
the highway. It really sounds as if the 
windows are slightly open but they 
are rolled up tight, even to the point 
of rolling up the winodws first and 


then closing the door. The dealer says 
ther is nothing he can do.

Proper alignment of the doors and 
glass should solve the problem. If 
your dealer’s shop can’t get them 
properly aligned, ask him to ask for 
assistance from Buick’s zone service 
representative the next time he is 
around.

Plymouth are acting erratically. The 
dealer told her it would take new fuel 
gauges for the dash and tank, a new 
temperature gauge and a new voltage 
limiter. With labor, it would come to 
$73.88. Is that excessive?

You might find some other mechan­ 
ic willing to do the job for less but it’s 
a job that has to be done. I imagine 
the voltage limiter “ blew” first and 
that overloaded the gauges. The only 
item I would question would be the 
fuel gauge in the tank. Why not have 
the other things done first and you 
may find the tank gauge was not 
damaged. 


Mercedes: perfection has its price

Mercedes-Benz has earned its for­ 
midable reputation for excellence by 
striving to build, without compromise, 
the most nearly perfect car that it can 
within manageable limits of cost. 
Perfection, or at least a reasonable 
approximation, is not bought cheaply, 
hence the $26,110 price for the Mer­ 
cedes-Benz 450 SEL four-door sedan. 
It is solidly engineered, safe, fast 
and quiet. The ride is firm by Ameri­ 
can “luxury” standards but never 
harsh, even at high speeds over bad 
roads. The steering is precise and 
power-assisted but the driver, who 


must provide 30 per cent of the effort, 
always has enough feel of thè road 
through the steering system to know 
when the car is under control. 
Although the car is heavy, 4,080 
pounds, its four-wheel disc brakes will 
stop the car in a straight line in 170 
feet. The power brake booster pro­ 
vides 
three-fourths of the effort 
needed for braking. Warning lights 
tell you when the brake pads or brake 
fluid need to be replaced. 


I CLOCKED ZERO to 50 miles an 
hour in 7.5 seconds and 30 to 50 miles 
an hour in 4.2 seconds. 
In mileage tests, I averaged 12.9 


miles per gallon in city driving and 
18.1 miles per gallon on the highway 
at 55 miles an hour. Mercedes-Benz 
will have to improve those figures if it 
continues to export this model for 
very long. 
The 450 SEL is the largest car that 
Daimler-Benz of Germany exports to 
this country. It is 209.4 inches in 
length on a 116.7 inch wheelbase and 
will seat five adults comfortably. 
Almost everything on the base car 
is standard equipment, including the 
bi-level climate control system that 
maintains a seleted temperature the 
year around, heating, cooling and de- 
humidifying as needed.

Best medicine for car 
may be nice, long drive 


I have a 1973 Dodge Charger with 
the 318 V-8. My spark plugs foul up at 
approximately 500 lo 700 miles, when 
I have to clean them. I use the plugs 
recommended, have 28,000 miles on 
the car and oil consumption is nor­ 
mal. My round trip to work is about 
one mile.

Driving only a half mile to work you 
are not driving enough to warm up 
the engine and the choke isn’t coming 
off, resulting in too rich a mixture. If 
the choke and vacuum kick are prop­ 
erly adjusted, you will just have to 
give that car a good drive at least 
once a week to burn off and clean 
your plugs. A nice drive every Sunday 
would be the best medicine for your 
car. 


I have a 1976 Ford Granada sedan 
with air conditioning. Whenever I 
slow down to IO miles an hour or less 
and then step on the gas, the car will 
start to buck. It happens on and off on 
certain days. Whenever I’ve taken it 
back to the dealer, it always runs 
fine. Do you have an answer for this

You did not say whether you have 
an automatic or manual transmission. 
If it’s a manual transmission, you are 
not down-shifting properly at slow 
speeds.If it is an automatic, first look 
for an internal carburetor problem. 
The needle and seat may be sticking. 
Also have the service manager check 
to be sure the automatic is going back 
to low gear at the proper shift points. 
There is a terrible wind noise* in our 
1977 Buick, starting at 40 miles an 
hour and getting much worse at 55 on 
the highway. It really sounds as if the 
windows are slightly open but they 
are rolled up tight, even to the point 
of rolling up the winodws first and 


then closing the door. The dealer says 
ther is nothing he can do.

Proper alignment of the doors and 
glass should solve the problem. If 
your dealer's shop can't get them 
properly aligned, ask him to ask for 
assistance from Buick’s zone service 
representative the next time he is 
around.

Mercedes: perfection has its price

Mercedes-Benz has earned its for­ 
midable reputation for excellence by 
striving to build, without compromise, 
the most nearly perfect car that it can 
within manageable limits of cost. 
Perfection, or at least a reasonable 
approximation, is not bought cheaply, 
hence the $26,110 price for the Mer­ 
cedes-Benz 450 SEL four-door sedan. 
It is solidly engineered, safe, fast 
and quiet. The ride is firm by Ameri­ 
can “luxury” standards but never 
harsh, even at high speeds over bad 
roads. The steering is precise and 
power-assisted but the driver, who 


must provide 30 per cent of the effort, 
always has enough feel of the road 
through the steering system to know 
when the car is under control. 
Although the car is heavy, 4,080 
pounds, its four-wheel disc brakes will 
stop the car in a straight line in 170 
feet. The power brake booster pro­ 
vides 
three-fourths 
of 
the 
effort 
needed for braking. Warning lights 
tell you when the brake pads or brake 
fluid need to be replaced. 


I CLOCKED ZERO to 50 miles an 
hour in 7.5 seconds and 30 to 50 miles 
an hour in 4.2 seconds. 
In mileage tests, I averaged 12.9 


miles per gallon in city driving and 
18.1 miles per gallon on the highway 
at 55 miles an hour. Mercedes-Benz 
will have to improve those figures if it 
continues to export this model for 
very long. 
The 450 SEL is the largest car that 
Daimler-Benz of Germany exports to 
this country. It is 209.4 inches in 
length on a 116.7 inch wheelbase and 
will seat five adults comfortably. 
Almost everything on the base car 
is standard equipment, including the 
bi-level climate control system that 
maintains a seleted temperature the 
year around, heating, cooling and de­ 
humidifying as needed.

Andy sends a Wo rld Bo o k Year Bo o k 
to Ro sanne Suk, 14, o f St. Catharines, 
Ontario , Canada, fo r her q uestio n: 
HOW ARE ANIMATED MOVIES 
MADE? 
Walt Disney released the first full- 
length animated carto o n mo tio n picture 
ever made. The y ear was 19 37 and the 
mo vie was called “Sno w White and the 
Seven Dwarfs." It became o ne o f the 
wo rld’s mo st po pular films. Disney fo l­ 
lo wed it with the po pular “Pino cchio ’' 
in 19 40, “Fantasia" the same y ear, 
“Dumbo " in 19 41, “Bambi" in 19 42, 
“Cinderella" in 1950 and “The Lady and 
the Tramp" in 19 55. 
Animated mo vies are made by draw­ 
ing a series o f pictures, pho to graphing 
them and then sho wing the seq uence 
with a mo tio n picture pro jecto r. A full- 
length animated feature mo tio n picture 
can req uire as many as a millio n sep­ 
arate drawings. 
After a sto ry is selected — o ften based 
o n a children’s favo rite fairy tale o r 
classic bo o k — an o utline is made o n 
what is called a sto ry bo ard. Bo th writers 
and artists lay o ut the actio n o f the 
script and decide ho w the actio n o f the 
sto ry will pro gress. The bo ard lo o ks 
very much like a gigantic co mic strip. 
Once the sto ry bo ard has been ap­ 
pro ved by the directo r and the to p pro ­ 
ductio n peo ple, the music and the di­ 
alo gue o f the mo tio n picture are re­ 
co rded. Music is co mpo sed to meet the 
demands o f the actio n o f the sto ry . 
The animated picture is then bro ken 
into scenes and artists and directo r 
determine ho w the settings will lo o k and 
ho w each character will act and appear. 
Lay o ut artists then draw the key ele­ 
ments while backgro und artists and 
animato rs go to wo rk in their areas. 
Animato rs must create the ex act 
number o f drawings req uired to picture 
each wo rd spo ken. Fo r a character to 
say “cheers," fo r ex ample, might re­ 
q uire a to tal o f eight frames. The ani­ 
m ato r must then make eight drawings 
in which the mo uth mo ves in seq uences 
to fo rm the spo ken wo rd. 
After the animato r has co mpleted his 
drawings, o ther artists trace them o nto 
sheets o f transparent cellulo id that are 
called cels. The cels are then sent to 
artists in the painting department where 
just the right co lo rs are added o n the 
reserve side o f each cel. 
The final versio n o f an animated 
mo vie that y o u finally see o n a mo tio n 
picture screen o r o n TV req uires the 
teamwo rk o f a lo t o f artistic peo ple. 
Andy sends the 19 77 Wo rld Bo o k 
Science Year Annual to Victo ria Fi­ 
guero a, 12, o f Yo ungsto wn, Ohio , fo r her 
q uestio n:

Anim ated films 
require talent 
and patience 


Andy sends a World Book Year Book 
to Kosanne Suk, 14, of St. Catharines, 
Ontario, Canada, for her question: 
HOW ARE ANIMATED MOVIES 
MADE? 
Walt Disney released the first full­ 
length anim ated cartoon motion picture 
ever made. The year was 1937 and the 
movie was called “Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs.” It became one of the 
world’s most popular films. Disney fol­ 
lowed it with the popular “Pinocchio” 
in 1940, “Fantasia” the sam e year, 
“ Dumbo” in 1941, “ Bambi” in 1942, 
“Cinderella” in 1950 and “The Lady and 
the Tram p” in 1955. 
Animated movies are made by draw­ 
ing a series of pictures, photographing 
them and then showing the sequence 
with a motion picture projector. A full­ 
length anim ated feature motion picture 
can require as many as a million sep­ 
arate drawings. 
After a story is selected — often based 
on a children’s favorite fairy tale or 
classic book — an outline is made on 
what is called a story board. Both writers 
and artists lay out the action of the 
script and decide how the action of the 
story will progress. The board looks 
very much like a gigantic comic strip. 
Once the storyboard has been ap­ 
proved by the director and the top pro­ 
duction people, the music and the di­ 
alogue of the motion picture are re­ 
corded. Music is composed to m eet the 
demands of the action of the story. 
The anim ated picture is then broken 
into scenes and artists and director 
determine how the settings will look and 
how each character will act and appear. 
Layout artists then draw the key ele­ 
m ents while background artists and 
anim ators go to work in their areas. 
Animators m ust create the exact 
num ber of drawings required to picture 
each word spoken. For a character to 
say “ cheers,” for example, might re­ 
quire a total of eight fram es. The ani­ 
m ator m ust then make eight drawings 
in which the mouth moves in sequences 
to form the spoken word. 
After the anim ator has completed his 
drawings, other artists trace them onto 
sheets of transparent celluloid that are 
called eels. The eels are then sent to 
artists in the painting department where 
just the right colors are added on the 
reserve side of each eel. 
The final version of an anim ated 
movie that you finally see on a motion 
picture screen or on TV requires the 
teamwork of a lot of artistic people. 
Andy sends the 1977 World Book 
Science Year Annual to Victoria Fi­ 
gueroa, 12, of Youngstown, Ohio, for her 
question: 
WHAT IS EPILEPSY? 
Epilepsy is a disorder of some nerve 
cells in the brain. An epileptic seizure 
happens when these certain cells sud­ 
denly release a large burst of electrical 
energy. 
The brain normally produces some 
electrical energy in its cells and it flows 
through the nervous system to activate 
muscles. In the brain of an epileptic 
patient, sometimes there is a failure to 
limit or control this release of energy. 
Patients with epilepsy can suffer 
seizures of vary ing degree at almost any 
time. Some people have frequent a t­ 
tacks while others have them only 
rarely. Most have no direct relation­ 
ship to the emotional state or the tim e 
of the day. 
Doctors don’t know’ what causes epi­ 
lepsy. They treat and control the dis­ 
order with drugs.

Estelle Jeral, a retired bo o k­ 
keeper, was up to her ears in 
bo redo m. Six mo nths o f fo rced v a­ 
catio n meant little after a lifetime

That was in December 197 6 . A

Mitchel talked in glo wing terms 
abo ut presenting senio r citizens as 
v ital, creativ e members o f the 
co mmunity . 
Mrs. Jeral wasn’t impressed. 
“ I’d alway s been interested in

the theater, but I wasn’t v ery tak­ 
en with this gro up,” she said. 
“ Ev ery bo dy seemed to be so o ld, 
and I tho ught their skits were , . . 
well, kind o f awkward.” 


BUT MRS. JERAL decided to 
giv e it ano ther chance and to day 
she’s o ne o f the mo st emphatic 
suppo rters o f “ Acting Up.” “ I was 
really amazed at all the creativ ity 
. . . I fo und that y o u really do n’t 
hav e to sit in a ro cking chair and 
ro ck y o urself.” 


As Mrs. Jeral’s o pinio ns hav e 
changed, so has the sco pe o f the 
12 -member tro upe. While mo st o f 
their material is o ff the cuff, Ms. 
Mitchel, and Ms. Telander are ex ­ 
perimenting with o riginally writ­ 
ten scripts as well. Because the 
skits inv o lv e a great deal o f au­ 
dience 
participatio n, 
spectato rs 
usually are y o ung — but “ Acting 
Up!” is planning to v isit a v eter­ 
ans’ ho spital nex t mo nth. 


Despite the changes, the philo s­ 
o phy o f “ Acting Up!” has re­ 
mained intact. 


“ Our go al is to break the my th 
o f aging,” said Ms. Mitchel, sec­ 
retary to Oakto n Co llege’s Patri­ 
cia Handzel. “ Life may no t begin 
at 6 5, but it certainly do esn’t hav e 
to end. There are a lo t o f y o ung 
peo ple at o ur perfo rmances be­ 
cause many o f them hav e nev er 
really kno wn o lder peo ple. This 
giv es them a chance to relate to 
senio rs o n a perso nal, human 
basis. 


“ And by using impro v isatio n, 
we want to sho w that peo ple o v er

An “ emo tio nal sy mpho ny ” has

can get a little crazy at times,” 
Mrs. Jeral said. And the skits 
themselv es can be any thing fro m, 
a 
tug-o f-war demo nstratio n 
to 
“ The Ho ward Street El,” a study 
o f human interactio n that Includes 
a 6 0 -y ear-o ld pregnant wo man. 


Since “ Acting Up!” po rtray s 
o lder peo ple as energetic, v ital 
members o f so ciety , the o v er-6 0 
members do n’t co ncentrate their 
material o n “ o ld age.”

It to o k three 
minds to hatch “ Kentucky Fried 
Mo v ie,” the three wide-ey ed Mid­ 
western minds o f Jim Abrahams 
and the Zucker bro thers, Dav id 
and Jerry . 


ABRAHAMS AND THE Zuckers 
all hav e incredibly ado lescent 
faces, reflectio ns perhaps o f the 
y o uthful to ne o f their humo r.

last week v isiting his sister and 
pro mo ting the fUm.

As M rs. Je ra l’s opinions have 
changed, so has the scope of the 
12-member troupe.

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^Kentucky Fried’ a spicy treat 


by SCOTT FOSDICK 


Are you ever overcome by a cyni­ 
cism so palpable you could slice it 
with a razor? 
Do you feel you’ve reached the 
point where there is nothing you hold 
sacred? Is there no cross you’d bear 
even for a few yards? 
Take heart, there still may be a 
shred of decency left in you. And if 
there is, “ Kentucky Fried Movie” will 
ferret it out and thoroughly offend it. 
“ Kentucky Fried Movie,” which 
opens today in the Chicago metropoli­ 
tan area, is the product of six years of 
comedy by Kentucky Fried theater, a 
group of Wisconsin actors and writers 
transplanted in Los Angeles. 


KENTUCKY FR IED Theatre is a 
bawdy version of Chicago’s “ Second 
City.” Its movie is made up of 22 sep­ 
arate sketches, most of which orgi- 
nated on stage. While its cinematic 
predecessor, 
“ The Groove Tube,” 
concentrated on television, “ Kentucky 
Fried Movie” includes spoofs on the 
movie industry. 
I laughed even harder at “ Kentucky 
Fried Movie” than I did at “ The 
Groove Tube.” Of course, there are 
those who walked out on “ The Groove 
Tube,” and if they’re dumb enough to 
see “ Kentucky Fried Movie,” they’ll 
probably walk out on it, too. 
But there’s no arguing taste — or 
the lack of it. This movie w ill make 
you cry with laughter, but somewhere 
along the line it also will turn your 
stomach or make you mad. 
“ Catholic High School Girls In 
Trouble,” a take-off on pornographic 
film trailers, is the one that got to 
me. I never could see the humor of

grossly large women’s breasts shot 
close-up. It wasn’t funny when con­ 
troversial Italian director Lina Wer- 
mueller did it and I don’t think it's 
funny here. 
THEN TH ERE’S “ National Ap{»al 
for the Dead,” the sketch that writer 
Jim Abrahams says alienates the 
most people. It features a family that 
refuses to let death be a handicap for 
its youngest member. Instead of bur­ 
ying the child’s corpse, they prop it 
up at the dinner table and take it with 
them on family outings. 
It was gross, macabre and in­ 
escapably low-brow; but while those 
around me turned green with disgust, 
I roared gleefully. 
The essential ingredient of all hu­ 
mor is the ability to step back and 
shrug your shoulders at something 
which considered up close causes 
fear, pain or grief. 
Without this ability, we would cry 
rather than laugh at such stock situ­ 
ations as pratfalls, teen-age acne and 
The Bomb. It is when the object of 
humor is too sacred or too real (such 
as the human body, or death) that we 
are unable k .»tep back and laugh. 
The sacred and the real are differ­ 
ent for all of us, as “ Kentucky Fried 
Movie” 
naively demonstrates. 
In­ 
tended as simple entertainment, this 
R-rated movie is an excellent tool for 
discovering what we find offensive. 
We 
may laugh till we’re sick 
through most of it, but in the end this 
litmus test always comes up blue. Try 
it, if your sensibilities don’t mind an 
occasional shock.

^Kentucky Fried Movie^— 
treading thin line of taste

building in Los Angeles into a the­ 
ater, diew rave reviews and be­ 
fore long had packed houses. 
Did they ever make it on The 
Tonight Show? 
“ Yeah, and we bombed,” Abra­ 
hams said. 
“ TV is geared to mass produc­ 
tion. They didn’t spend five min­ 
utes figuring out how to transfer 
it to TV. They didn’t focus the 
camera on the joke.” 


FRUSTRATED BY the time 
pressures and the censorship of 
television, last year they turned to 
film and started working on “ Ken­ 
tucky Fried Movie.” They put up 
their own money to create a 10- 
minute segment to show potential 
backers. All the studios turncid 
them down, but eventually they 
hitched up with the United Film 
Distribution (;k)., and “ bang, bang, 
bang, things began to happen,” 
Abrahams said. 
“ To have as much control as we 
had I understand is very unusual. 
The people who gave us the mon­ 
ey never put any pressure on us. 
Nobody ever said, ‘No, you can’t 
do that’.” 
‘ ‘ K e n t u c k y Fried Movie” 
opened in Los Angeles and New 
York last month, and opens today 
in the Chicago metropolitan area. 
Abrahams still considers himself 
a Midwesterner and is incensed 
that movies have to pass a trial 
run on the coasts. 
“ Unless New York and L.A. 
have condoned a movie, the rest 
of the country isn’t allowed to see 
it,” he said. “ Fortunately, it’s 
done well in those tw'o cities.” 


ABRAHAMS HAS more than a 
passing irritation with the snobbe­ 
ry of people w'ho live in the large 
coastal cities. He said he believes 
the humor of the Kentucky Fried 
theater group and movie has its 
roots in his and the Zuckers’ M il­ 
waukee upbringing. 
“ People who live on the coast 


tend to think they live where it’s 
at. So there’s less of an ability to 
laugh at yourself, less humility. 
“ I find that is the seed of our 
humor,” Abrahams said. “ It’s 
just coming ou tof an environment 
where you’re able to laugh at 
yourself. There’s a tendency on 
the coasts to take yourself se­ 
riously.” 


As a result, Kentucky Fried 
Theatre finds humor in prac­ 
tically everything, including the 
lewd and gruesome. The movie is 
not for young viewers. 
“ Originally it was rated X, be­ 
cause of the last scene, in front of 
the TV,” Abrahams said, refer­ 
ring 
to 
the 
newscaster/lovers 
sketch described above. 


THAT SCENE WAS re-edited, 
however, and now the movie is 
rated R. 
Does Abrahams consider the 
movie just light entertainment, or 
does the satire on the media ha\'e 
an underlying message? 
“ I suspect not,” he said. “ I 
don’t think it w ill have much of a 
lasting effect.” 
He 
is 
somewhat 
apologetic 
about the use of naked women in' 
the film : 
“ It was our first venture and w'e 
were told that certain things 
make films successful. It helps to 
have a shocking scene some­ 
where.” 


H E SAID TH EIR next film, a 
spoof of 1950s melodramas, will be 
more sophisticated and probably 
will have a PG rating. 
Abrahams isn’t apologetic about 
the dubious taste of his sketches, 
however. He shows an almost boy­ 
ish glee w’^hen he talks about 
scenes designed to offend the pub­ 
lic’s sense of propriety. 
“ A lot of segments of the movie 
offend somebody. I think they feel 
it’s in horrible taste, but laugh 
despite themselves. 
“ We really tread the line of 
tasteful tastelessness.”

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‘Kentucky 
Fried9 a spicy treat

Are you ever overcome by a cyni­ 
cism so palpable you could slice it 
with a razor? 
Do you feel you’ve reached the 
point where there is nothing you hold 
sacred? Is there no cross you’d bear 
even for a few yards? 
Take heart, there still may be a 
shred of decency left in you. And if 
there is, “ Kentucky Fried Movie’’ will 
ferret it out and thoroughly offend it. 
“ Kentucky Fried Movie,” 
which 
opens today in the Chicago metropoli­ 
tan area, is the product of six years of 
comedy by Kentucky Fried theater, a 
group of Wisconsin actors and writers 
transplanted in Los Angeles. 


K EN TUC KY F R IE D Theatre is a 
bawdy version of Chicago’s “ Second 
City.” Its movie is made up of 22 sep­ 
arate sketches, most of which orgi- 
nated on stage. While its cinematic 
predecessor, 
“ The 
Groove 
Tube,” 
concentrated on television, “ Kentucky 
Fried Movie” includes spoofs on the 
movie industry. 
I laughed even harder at “ Kentucky 
Fried Movie” than I did at 
“ The 
Groove Tube.” Of course, there are 
those who walked out on “ The Groove 
Tube,” and if they’re dumb enough to 
see “ Kentucky Fried Movie,” they’ll 
probably walk out on it, too. 
But there’s no arguing taste — or 
the lack of it. This movie will make 
you cry with laughter, but somewhere 
along the line it also will turn your 
stomach or make you mad. 
“ Catholic 
High 
School 
Girls 
In 
Trouble,” a take-off on pornographic 
film trailers, is the one that got to 
me. I never could see the humor of

grossly large women’s breasts shot 
close-up. It wasn’t funny when con­ 
troversial Italian director Lina Wer- 
mueller did it and I don’t think ifs 
funny here. 
TH EN T H E R E ’S “ National Appeal 
for the Dead,” the sketch that writer 
Jim Abrahams says alienates the 
most people. It features a family that 
refuses to let death be a handicap for 
its youngest member. Instead of bur­ 
ying the child’s corpse, they prop it 
up at the dinner table and take it with 
them on family outings. 
It was gross, macabre and 
in­ 
escapably low-brow; but while those 
around me turned green with disgust, 
I roared gleefully. 
The essential ingredient of all hu­ 
mor is the ability to step back and 
shrug your shoulders at something 
which considered up close causes 
fear, pain or grief. 
Without this ability, we would cry 
rather than laugh at such stock situ­ 
ations as pratfalls, teen-age acne and 
The Bomb. It is when the object of 
humor is too sacred or too real (such 
as the human body, or death) that we 
are unable to step back and laugh. 
The sacred and the real are differ­ 
ent for all of us, as “ Kentucky Fried 
Movie” 
naively 
demonstrates. 
In­ 
tended as simple entertainment, this 
R-rated movie is an excellent tool for 
discovering what we find offensive. 
We 
may 
laugh 
till 
we’re 
sick 
through most of it, but in the end this 
litmus test always comes up blue. Try 
it, if your sensibilities don’t mind an 
occasional shock.

“ Cousin, Cousine” — Two cousins-by-m arri age fall into an im­ 
mensely sympathetic adulterous affair in this simple and very 
charming French comedy. Set against a progression of closely knit 
family occasions, the film has a rich texture of characterizations 
and an infectious spirit of joy. (R ). 


“ Airport '77” — Another plane innperil, this one owned by multi­ 
millionaire Jam es Stewart and populated by hijacking art thieves 
along with a traditionally all-star cast. The plane sinks into the 
Bermuda Triangle and is eventually retrieved by a crackerjack 
Naval operation. (PG ) 


“ Kentucky Fried Movie” — A series of disgustingly hilarious 
skits on the various media, independently produced by Kentucky 
Fried Theatre, a Los Angeles revue similar to Second City. It’s 
funnier than the “ The Groove Tube” and even bawdier. Sure to 
offend many. (R )

‘Kentucky Fried 
treading thin line of taste

building in Los Angeles into a the­ 
ater, drew rave reviews and be­ 
fore long had packed houses. 


Did they ever make it on The 
Tonight Show? 
“ Yeah, and we bombed,” Abra­ 
hams said. 
“ TV is geared to mass produc­ 
tion. They didn’t spend five min­ 
utes figuring out how to transfer 
it to TV. They didn’t focus the 
camera on the joke.” 


FRUSTRATED 
B Y the time 
pressures and the censorship of 
television, last year they turned to 
film and started working on “ Ken­ 
tucky Fried Movie.” They put up 
their own money to create a 10- 
minute segment to show potential 
backers. All the studios turned 
them down, but eventually they 
hitched up with the United Film 
Distribution Co., and “ bang, bang, 
bang, things began to happen,” 
Abrahams said. 
“ To have as much control as we 
had I understand is very unusual. 
The people who gave us the mon­ 
ey never put any pressure on us. 
Nobody ever said, ‘No, you can’t 
do that’.” 
‘ ‘ K e n t u c k y Fried Movie” 
opened in Los Angeles and New 
York last month, and opens today 
in the Chicago metropolitan area. 
Abrahams still considers himself 
a Midwesterner and is incensed 
that movies have to pass a trial 
run on the coasts. 


“ Unless New York and L.A. 
have condoned a movie, the rest 
of the country isn’t allowed to see 
it,” he said. “ Fortunately, ifs 
done well in those two cities.” 


ABRAHAMS HAS more than a 
passing irritation with the snobbe­ 
ry of people who live in the large 
coastal cities. He said he believes 
the humor of the Kentucky Fried 
theater group and movie has its 
roots in his and the Zuckers’ M il­ 
waukee upbringing. 
“ People who live on the coast 


tend to think they live where ifs 
at. So there's less of an ability to 
laugh at yourself, less humility. 
“ I find that is the seed of our 
humor,” 
Abrahams said. 
“ It’s 
just coming ou tof an environment 
where you’re able to laugh at 
yourself. There’s a tendency on 
the coasts to take yourself se­ 
riously.” 


As a result, Kentucky Fried 
Tneatre finds humor in prac­ 
tically everything, including the 
lewd and gruesome. The movie is 
not for young viewers. 
“ Originally it was rated X, be­ 
cause of the last scene, in front of 
the TV,” Abrahams said, refer­ 
ring 
to 
the 
newscaster/lovers 
sketch described above. 


THAT SC EN E WAS re-edited, 
however, and now’ the movie is 
rated R. 
Does Abrahams consider the 
movie just light entertainment, or 
does the satire on the media ha\ e 
an underlying message? 
“ I suspect not,” he said. ‘ I 
don’t think it will have much of a 
lasting effect.” 
He 
is 
somewhat 
apologet c 
about the use of naked women in 
the film: 
“ It was our first venture and we 
were told 
that certain 
things 
make films successful. It helps to 
have a shocking scene 
some­ 
where.” 


H E SAID T H EIR next film, a 
spoof of 1950s melodramas, will be 
more sophisticated and probably 
will have a PG rating. 
Abrahams isn't apologetic about 
the dubious taste of his sketches, 
however. He shows an almost boy­ 
ish glee when he talks about 
scenes designed to offend the pub­ 
lic's sense of propriety. 
“ A lot of segments of the movie 
offend somebody. I think they feel 
it’s in horrible taste, but laugh 
despite themselves. 
“ We really tread the line of 
tasteful tastelessness.”

British playwright David Rudkin 
has done something extremely rare: 
he has created a drama that master­ 
fully dissects the conciousness of mod­ 
ern man: his fears, his hopes, and his 
mythology. 
“ Ashes” won New York’s Obie 
award last year as the best new play 
of the season. It received its Chicago 
premiere Wednesday, and will be per­ 
formed through Oct. 30 by the St. 
Nicholas Theater Co., 2351 N. Halsted 
St. 
In this, its season opener, St. Nich­ 
olas has lived up to its reputation as 
the most intelligent company on Chi­ 
cago’s North Side by bringing a dra­ 
ma of such substance to town, and

staging it with taste, exacting integri­ 
ty, and powTer. 
Seeing the play one is both so­ 
bered by the tragic lives of the char­ 
acters, and buoyed by the incredible 
performances of the actors. 
Some stories follow armies across 
barren continents; “ Ashes” traces the 
path of the psyche across equally bar­ 
ren bodies. The play gets its power by 
doing w'hat all great plays must do, 
by linking the specific with the uni­ 
versal. 
The specific here is the story of one 
couple’s struggle to conceive a child. 
Colin and Anne, intensely played by 
John Malkovich and Carole Lock- 


Janet Blair can’t save this 
hackneyed family comedy

Janet Blair, leading lady of “ Up a 
Tree” at the Pheasant Run Playhouse 
in St. Charles, somewhat apologetical­ 
ly used Wednesday’s opening night 
curtain call to explain, “ I hope none 
of you took this play seriously . . . it’s 
just a lot of fun.” 
Well, there was little danger of any­ 
one taking “ Up a Tree” seriously: 
most of the patrons were far too busy 
downing Irish coffees and Tequila 
Sunrises to ponder the plot. But “just 
a lot of fun?” It must depend on your 
definition. 
If you equate amusement with a 
hackneyed story line, lousy jokes, and 
some of the most amateurish acting 
this side of your high school audito­ 
rium, step right up. If not, you’d be 
well advised to order a double scotch 
at intermission — or better yet, stay 
away completely. 
To be sure, dinner theaters like 
Pheasant Run base their appeal on 
“ big names” like Janet Blair; if the 
light comedy they bring with them is 
bright and well-written, so much the 
better. But for many patrons, a Janet 
Blair or a Bill Bixby or a Rita More- 
na could be mouthing lines from a 
Charmin commercial and they’d still 
buy a ticket. Stardom — or even has­ 
been stardom — is a sure draw’. 
“ Up a Tree’s” star does liven up the 
stage with her color-coordinated pol- 
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yester pantsuits, trim figure and 
bouncy red curls. Even if her gestures 
are exaggerated and her sense of com­ 
edy a bit off-center, the Janet Blair 
fans love her. 
But Miss Blair can’t begin to sal­ 
vage Robert Nichols’ “ family come­ 
dy” about a California housewife who 
sits in a tree (a big bad developer 
wants to bulldoze it) and winds up 
running for Congress. Besides being 
inaccurate and hopelessly out of date 
— a “ hippy” lawyer appears in plas­ 
tic love beads, ponytail, and brand- 
new straight-leg jeans (come on!!) — 
this play is full of just plain awful 
oneliners. Sample: “ A woman is like 
a teabag; you never know7 how7 strong 
she is till you stick her in hot water.” 
And how7 about “ (she’s so neat) she 
makes Mr. Clean look like Freddy Fil­ 
thy.” 
Not surprisingly, the other actors do 
little to spark their inane roles. While 
Diane Kamp’s heavy-handed portray­ 
al of the mother-in-law got the only 
real guffaws of the evening, Gunnar 
Lewis, as Marge’s chauv mist spouse, 
delivered every line in a hoarse shout 
— effective the first minute or two but 
exasperating from there on out.

The doctor says 


Used vein difficult 
for drawing blood 


I am ashamed to complain about what is routinely a painless, 
quick and easy process of drawing blood, but it isn’t tnie in my 
case. 


Twice a year for six years I have endured painful and always 
futile efforts of two supposedly trained technicians trying to get 
blood for thyroid and potassium tests. Finally, the doctor has to do 
it himself, using veins other than those inside my elbows. By that 
time I am a nervOus wreck. 


It never gets any better. Is there a solution for me? 


Veins that have been used frequently often scar or undergo so 
much thickening and inflammation that they are no longer useful. 
In the course of time the inflammation subsides and some of them 
open again, but some never do. When a vein undergoes these 
changes blood has to be drawn from some other location. In severe 
problems when drawing blood or inserting a needle to supply 
fluids or medicine is essential it may be necessary to do a “ cut 
down,” meaning cutting the skin and surgically exposing the vein 
to be used. 


The pain of a needle puncture can be minimized or abolished by 
spraying the skin with one of the coolants that evaporate on the 
skin and deadens the sensation momentarily in that area. The 
veins can be made more prominent by using a blood pressure cuff 
around the upper arm rather than just a piece of rubber tubing. 
The pressure on the cuff can be adjusted high enough to impede 
flow through the veins, causing them to stand out but not high 
enough to block the arterial flow into the arm. Warm soaks over 
the skin also helps in some cases. 


Despite all of these efforts if a vein is scarred or obstructed it is 
not hkely that anyone will be successful using that vein. 


Is there a home remedy yOu can take that will prevent the 
formation of kidney stones? I have heard that one teaspoon of 
honey with a tablespoon of vinegar daily would do this or a can of 
beer daily was recommended by a doctor. My husband has had 
surgery for kidney stones. 


The best home reedy in the world for kidney stones is to drink 
enough water. Because sweating and other factors affect how 
much water you need the rule is to drink enough liquids to form 
two liters (about two quarts) and ev’en better, three quarts of 
urine a day. 


The increased urine flow should be maintained evenly over the 
24 hour period, that means drinking water around the clock and a 
reasonable amount before going to bed. 


Specifically using vinegar or honey will not prevent a kidney 
stone. Depending upon the type of stone — what it is made of — 
the doctor may wish to give medicine to acidify the urine. Beer is 
worse than useless. It contains oxalate which is often a factor in 
the formation of some types of kidney stones.

“ The Trial of Lee Harvey Oswald” presents the 
kind of disgusting and outrageous manipulation of 
facts that is a crime in television docu-drama. 


Because it concerns one of the most perplexing 
tragedies of our time, the made-for-television movie 
unfortunately will gamer high ratings for ABC even 
though it does nothing but play with the emotions 
that still are evoked by the 1963 John F. Kennedy 
assassination. 


“ Roots” director David Greene has decided he can 
best secure those high ratings through shock value. 
In “ The T ria l...” he all too realistically recreates the 
President’s fateful motorcade through the downtown 
streets of Dallas that Nov. 22. 


TH ERE IS cheering and clapping from the crowd, 
camera glimpses of the Texas School Book Depos­ 
itory windows, the sudden ringing out of shots and 
the President’s head snapping forward and then 
backward into the arms of the First Lady. 


The pandemonium, the tradedy and the terror of 
that day are realistically captured, and it is a fright­ 
ening and chilling experience to live through those 
moments once again. 


The movie closely parallels the events that took 
place just after the assassination until the time 
when the captured Oswald was transferred through 
an underground corridor where, from out of a crowd 
of newsmen, Jack Ruby intervened with a fatal shot 
that silenced probably the only hope this country 
ever had of knowing the real truth behind Kennedy’s 
untimely death. 


But in order to allow for Oswald’s would-be tele­ 
vision trial, ABC has had to alter the facts. At the 
instant when Oswald would have been shot, a bright 
flash from a photographer’s camera goes off. The 
/picture fades into bright white light, all is silenced 
and time is stilled. 


ALTHOUGH MOST of the mo\de’s characters ac­ 
tually are real persons, historical figures like Jack 
Ruby have been eliminated and fictional figures like 
the persistent and dynamic special prosecutor An­ 
son “ Kip” Roberts (played by Ben Gazzara) and 
Oswald’s distinguished but baffled defense attorney 
Matthew Arnold Weldon (played by Lome Greene) 
have been added. Both, by the way, carry off their 
roles with vitality and skill. 


The movie sets out to dispel the enigma of Kenne­ 
dy’s alleged assassin through television biographies 
of Oswald that are aired during his trial. Oswald’s 
own flashbacks also attempt to shed light on his 
unexplained m ilitary discharge, trips to Russia and 
the like. 
However, “ The

doesn’t succeed in clearing up the troublesome mystery 
surrounding both Oswald and the Kennedy assassina­ 
tion. 


While the first two hours, which air today at 8 p.m. 
on Channel 7, set the stage, the final two hours, 
which air Sunday at 8 p.m., are devoted to the trial, 
which focuses largely on a conspiracy theory that 
implicates the CIA and Mafia. The surface of other 
theories are barely scratched while the feelings of 
Oswald’s Russian wife, Marina, and his mother are 
explored, leaving the viewer as confused as when he 
started watching. 


In all, the same old questions and possibilities are 
rehashed, no conclusions are reached and the viewer 
is left shaken by it all. 


RATINGS, WHICH mean profits, seem to be the 
motivation for this ABC travesty. Actor John Ple- 
shette, who bears an uncanny resemblance to Os­ 
wald and does an admirable job portraying him, 
says the movie attempts to illuminate the evidence 
and questions surrounding the assassination, but ad- 
mist the movie mostly “ tantalizes” the audience. 
“ Most of the facts that are a base for the movie 
were taken from the Warren Commission report and 
from converstations with Marina and Oswald’s moth­ 
er. The movie is careful never to implicate Oswald 
because, after all, he was never really tried,” said 
Pleshette, a cousin of actress Suzanne Pleshette.

It is a scheming 
way to draw viewers to the set two weekend nights 
and then a Friday morning on Oct. 14 when the bal­ 
loting results are announced on ABC’s “ Good Morn­ 
ing, America” in its gossipy “ People in the News” 
segment.

Arizona Gov. Raul Castro, accord­ 
ing to the American Association of CB 
Radio Operators, is one of the first 
governors in the United States to hold 
a citizens’ band radio license. He has 
a CB in both his official state car and 
personal vehicle. 
When his black limousine with li­ 
cense plate “ I” rolls down the road, 
the governor is in reach of the esti­ 
mated 75.000 Arizonans who have CB 
radios. 
Castro says most of the operators 
recognize his car. but have trouble be­ 
lieving they are talking with the gov­ 
ernor when he comes back, “Arizona 
One.” 
“ IT’S REALLY very interesting,” 
says Castro. “We’ll be driving in the 
limousine, and drivers will speed by. 
then slow down and call us when they 
spot the license “ I” and two an­ 
tennas. They usually can’t believe 
when they ask if they have the gover­ 
nor. 


“ I get a lot of responses, like. ‘Yes, 
and this is Napoleon.’ They assume 
ifs all a joke.” 
Once they realize they have the 
state's chief executive, do they dis­ 
cuss politics or tell them what they'd 
like done? 
“Surprisingly, not too much,” says 
Castro. “In most instances, they’re so 
overwhelmed that I’m able to commu­ 
nicate wdth them, they’re just sur­ 
prised and happy. They ask where 
I'm going and what I’m doing and a 
lot of them say, ‘We’re happy to know 
you're one of us.’ I really can’t recall 
where anyone has come up with a po­ 
litical conversation.” 


CASTRO AND his wife. Pat - “Ari­ 
zona Two” — got their licenses about 
five months ago. Their call signs are 
KAGT 4714 and KAGT 4715. 
“We became interested in CBs be­ 
cause we do so much traveling,” said 
Castro. “We saw things along the 
road and felt we might be able to help 
someone. We have police radios in the 
limousine, but we wanted a way to 
communicate 
with 
motorists 
that 
might be in trouble.” 
He said he felt he had helped quite 
a few travelers. 
“More than anything else, we are 
able to notify the highway patrol and 
have them go to the scene.” Castro 
said. 
“ NO. I DON’T give smokey re­ 
ports,” the governor laughs. “But, the 
smokeys themselves get kind of inter­ 
ested in the governor on the air. They 
have a tendency to follow us. Many 
smokeys have CBs in their cars now, 
and I’ve talked with a lot of them ” 
Castro is being joined on the air­ 
ways by several other governors. 
The association of CB radio oper­ 
ators says 20 of the 50 governors'have 
accepted its offer to install CB’s in 
their official cars.
